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Local elections aren't turning the students on now

Ask Harper College students what they 


think of the Vietnam peace agreement, 
their Job or their classes and most will 
talk your ear off. 


But ask them about local politics and 


the April elections, and you will probably 
draw a blank. 


"April elections?" "Who's running?" 
Of 28 Northwest suburban students 


questioned about spring elections in their 
homo towns, only five knew there were 
elections. None could name a candidate. 


About half the students said they 


planned to vote in the elections because 
the people elected would affect their 
lives In some way. But some of these 
newly-enfranchised voters simply don't 
care. 


"I don't know and I don't care. Those 


elections don't affect me," said a Pala- 
tine student, typifying the attitude of 
about half of those questioned. 


"I Just moved here a few months ago. 


I couldn't vote anyway, I don't think. 
What's the residency requirement?" said 


a student from Schaumburg. 


A FEW STUDENTS had the attitude 


that all politicians are crooks, so it didn't 
matter who got into local offices because 
one politician Is Just as bad as the next. 


"Before I vote in a local election, there 


are going to have to be some indepen- 
dent people running — people who will 
let the people know they are honest," 
said an Arlington Heights student. 


One student said he didn't care about 


elections at the local level, then asked it 
any Harper board members were up for 


election. 


"I'd like to learn about the candidates 


for our board of trustees and what they 
have to say.' Maybe we could get a few 
things changed around here," said a 
sophomore who declined to specify ex- 
actly what changes he'd like to see. 


Ross VanWIegand, a sophomore from 


Mount Prospect, says he didn't know 
about the April election, but plans to find 
out who's running and what they stand 
for. 


"I rent an apartment In Mount Pros- 


pect, and I know that my rent Is affected 
by the amount of taxes that the people 
who own my building have to pay," he 
said. "So elections like the village board 
election affect both my rent and the ser- 
vices I receive from the village." 


DEBBIE MILLER of Hoffman Estates 


says the elections are probably Impor- 
tant but isn't sure If she will vote. 


"If anyone ran who promised to merge 


Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg if 
they got elected, I'd be sure to vote for 
them," she said. "It's terrible the way 


the two town's boundaries weave in and 
out of each other." 


Some students were quick to say they 


didn't know about local elections and 
didn't particularly care, but many 
wouldn't answer when asked If It was OK 
to Just forget elections and voting and 
have someone appoint village board, 
school boards, park boards and library 
boards. 


"Well, I guess it makes a difference to 


some people. My parents vote," said a 
Park Ridge student. 


5 village positions open 
Filing deadline nears— 
only 2 parties in running 


With the final date only four days 


away for filing nominating petitions for 
the April village elections, It appears 
that only two political parties will be 
campaigning for the five available vil-

Wheeling Township Republicans have 


slated four Incumbents and five new- 
comers to run for township office in 
April. 


Slated it Tuesday night's caucus were: 


incumbent Ethel Kolcrus for supervisor; 
Incumbent Marshall Thcroux for asses- 
sor; Incumbent Dorothy llauff for clerk; 
Art Olsvn for highway commissioner, 
and Hclmuth Meyer for tax collector. 


The tlate for tho four-man board of 


auditors includes Merle Willis and Jack 
Gtlllgan. Ray DcMacrtclacrc and BUI 
Reid. Willis Is an Incumbent. 


The Republican slate of nine candi- 


dates will most likely be elected April 3 
since the Wheeling Township Democrats 
have decided not to put anyone up for 
election and no Independents filed. Tho 
last day for filing was Jan. 29. 


THE REPUBLICAN caucus was one of 


the shortest in Wheeling Township his- 
tory. 


"One man attempted to nominate Law- 


rence Carrona foe highway commission- 
er (the job Carrozza now holds), but 
since Carrozza wasn't at the meeting the 
nomination couldn't be made," said 
Richard Cowen, Wheeling Township 
Commlttecman. "Besides, Carrozza had 
sent us a letter stating he did not want to 
be rcslatcd." 


No other nominations were made from 


the floor. 


Four years ago tho Republican caucus 


met for several hours and over 500 
people showed up to support their candi- 
dates, especially for tho hotly contested 
office of assessor. On Tuesday about 150 
people attended the caucus. 


"We didn't have a contest even similar 


to the magnitude of the contest we had 
four years ago," said Cowen. 


Each candidate made brief remarks 


and the slate was approved In about 40 
minutes. 


seeking these offices must be In by 4:30 
p m. Monday. 


Objections to these nominating peti- 


tions will be accepted by the village 
clerk for fivo days following the final fil- 
ing date. Village Clerk Evelyn Dlens said 
her office will be open through Feb. 16 , 
to accept objections. She said, however, 
that if she received a call on Saturday, 
Feb. 17, asking to file an objection, she 
would accommodate the objector. 


CANDIDATES WISHING to withdraw 


from tho campaign may do so during the 
same five-day period. Mrs. Dlens said if \ 
she receives no objections to the petl- • 
tlons, she will be able to order ballots on 
Feb. 19 for the election. 


If, however, there are objections to the 


nominating petitions of cither party, an 
electoral board will be appointed to rule 
on these complaints. 


The'slato of candidates from tho WHIP 


party is headed by Otis "Skip" Hedlund, 
who Is running for village president. 
WHIP candidates running for the trustee 
positions are Harold Fagan, Constance 
Heltkotter and Don Jackson. Marlene Bo- 
Una Is the WHIP candidate for village 
clerk. 


The TOP party slate Is headed by Vil- 


lage Pres. Ted C. Scankm. Trustees Al 
Lang and BUI Heln ore seeking reelec- 
tion on tho TOP slate, os is VlUage Clerk 
Evelyn Dlens.

Approval of the plan will come If the 


county board approves the budget of the 
assessor's office, Dunne said, because 
tho $45,000 needed to operate the offices 
this year Is Included In the budget 
request.

spring in time for review of the tax bills 
received at that time. He said he expects 
tho board to approve the expenditure for 
the offices.

If you're over 21, you had your 
chance. 


DrFOOR SAID HE will split the 


receipts from Monday night with four 
groups he selected from the applicant*. 
They arc a Cub Scout troop In Lake Zu- 
rich, the Lake County Athletic Associ- 
ation, the Mundcleln Gymnastic Boosters 
and the Wheeling Chapter of the Civil Air 
Patrol, Cadet Squadron.

That docs not pre- 
vent your , children from "benefiting" 
from the income, even though the source 
might not be considered acceptable for 
school children. 


DeFoor, formerly a Wheeling business- 


man, said he just wanted to help his 
hometown, because he now Is making 
enough money to do it. Even though the 
donation is a tax deduction, It Is better to 
keep the money locally than let It dis- 
appear Into federal coffers. 


Maybe the money will be 
offered 


again, and maybe It won't. But there 
aren't many businessmen who seem so 
willing to help youth with such sizable, 
direct donations, DeFoor should be 
praised, not condemned. 


I hope any other offers will be accept- 


ed with a better understanding of the 
fact*, rather than personal feelings. 


Incidentally, those who object to the 


money might want to restrict themselves 
to credit cards. That dollar bill In your 
wallet might have been to the Cheetah II 
sometime in Its life.

"You have to be able to swim dis- 


tances and swim it fast," Bobbl Turcotte, 
one of the group's best swimmers, said. 
The idea Is to push the heart enough to 
actually strengthen Its muscles. One lap 
isn't enough. 


Anybody who can swim is eligible for 


the fitness swim club. The competition 
swimming is optional, and the only real 
criteria Is a willingness to keep pushing 
a little harder each time, Mrs. Turcotte 
said. 


PEOPLE CURRENTLY active in the 


Y's program range In age from the mid 
20s through the 50s. At one meet, a 71- 
year-old man entered the races. 


There also are star athletes In the club 


who arc challenging the aquatic record 
books.

the fact that S3.8 per cent of housing 
units have been built since I960, highest 
In the state, and only 11 per cent were 
built before 1940.

The 218 sponsors of the bill represent a

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - 
Nine bills 


aimed at ending vote fraud and over- 
seeing voting practices at state polling 
places were Introduced by Illinois House 
Republicans Tuesday. 


The bills call for the creation of a five- 


man state board of elections that would 
h a v e complete regulatory and In- 
vestigative powers and jurisdiction over 
every election authority in the state, In- 
cluding the Chicago Board of Election 
Commissioners. 


Rep. Philip Collins, R-Columet City, 


said each of the four legislative leaders, 
House speaker, Senate President and the 
minority party leader In each chamber, 
would nominate three candidates to the 
board — two from Us own party and one 
independent. 


The governor then would select five 


board members from this list of 12 
names, picking one nominee of each 
leader and a tie-breaking Independent as 
the fifth member. An Independent Is de- 
fined as an Individual who has not voted 
in cither party's primary for at least 
four years. 


ANOTHER BILL In the reform pack- 


age would require at least one election 
judge from each party In each precinct 
to pass a training course In election law. 


"This Is not aimed at Chicago Demo- 


crats," Collins sold, "but the fact'Is our 
subcommittee found Illinois election law 
now requires only one judge per precinct 
to be knowledgeable about election laws, 
and In Chicago, that knowledgeable per- 
son Is usually the Democratic precinct 
captain." 


Collins headed a subcommittee of the 


House Elections Committee that lost fall 
probed newspaper reports of rampant 
vote fraud — particularly in Cook County 
— during the lost election. 


The vote reform bills resulted from the 


subcommittee Investigation. 


ALTHOUGH GOP House leaders back 


the bills fully, Democratic support Is ex- 
pected to be slim since similar legisla- 
tion has been blocked by Chicago Demo- 
crats in past sessions. 


House Speaker W. Robert Blair, R-Pork 


Forest, sold, however, "The 
governor 


(Daniel Walker), who is a Democrat, In- 
dicated substantial support in the area of 
elections reforms during his campaign." 


The bills further would require that the 


public and the state board of elections be 
given access to all voter registration 
cords, that no help be given voters once 
they have entered the polling booth and 
that election judges be removed by an 
election authority for cause only.

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Police departments being surveyed 
Regional crime lab need studied 


Northwest suburban police officials are 


being Hiked their opinions of the need for 
a regional police crime laboratory In the 
Northwest suburban area through a sur- 
vey being conducted Jointly by the North- 
west Police Academy and Harper Col- 
lege. 


Elk Grove Police Chief Harry Jenkins 


said there are no real plans to establish 
a crime lab at this point and that this Is 
merely an Initial survey. 


John Lucas, Harper director of plan- 


ning and research, said questionnaires 


have been mailed to all police depart- 
ments served by the academy and were 
also available to police chiefs at a recent 
convention In Arlington Heights. 


LUCAS SAID the study will determine 


the kind of need as well as whether a 
need exists. He said the study may show 
local police make little use of existing 
crime labs because '(hey arc not con- 
veniently located. 


Lucas said the study will Indicate ex- 


pected usage of such a lab and how large 
an area It would have to serve. 


Fuel shortage shut 10 plants 


At least 10 plants in Illinois, eight of 


them downstate, had to shut down this 
winter because of fuel shortages, a sur- 
vey by the Illinois Manufacturers Associ- 
ation shows. 


Kcsutts of the mall survey, released 


yesterday, abo indicated at least 37 
plants, most of them downstate, had to 
curtail operations In some way because 
of Insufficient fuel supplies between Oct. 
1 and Jan. IS. 


Some of (hose plants turned down ther- 


mostats, canceled shifts or otherwise cut 
back their operations because of In- 
sufficient natural gas or fuel oil to power 
their machinery or heat their premises, 
an IMA spokesman said. 


Another S3 companies reported 'their 


pl.mi for expansion, either building new 
facilities or enlarging existing oper- 
ations, had been delayed because they 
could not obtain firm contracts for gas or 
fuel oil. 


Till-: IMA mailed questionnaires to 


fi.OTS "key men" in member manufac- 
turing concerns throughout the state Jan. 
23 and received 1,326 replies as of Tues- 
day. The moiling list represented heads 
of firms that produce 95 per cent by vol- 
ume of the manufactured goods In the 
sl.ilc, the association said. 


The shutdowns of 10 plants, varying 


from three days to at least 47 days In 
length, affected 13.000 workers. Of those, 
2,500 were from the two plants In the 
greater Chicago area. 


The IMA would not identify the 10 


firms, but o spokesman said some of 
them arc located In Saugct, Galcsburg, 
Effingham and Dccatur. He said a small 
manufacturer of bricks had been closed 
47 days and may still be closed because 
It could not procure fuel to power Its op- 
eration. 


The fuel shortage problem was much 


greater downstate than In the Chicago 
area, which included an area bounded by 
Kankakcc on the south, Elgin on the 
West and North Chicago on the North the 
survey showed. 


Twenty-one per cent of the downstate 


businesses responding to the question- 
naire reported (hey were "quite con- 
cerned" or "worried" about the fuel sup- 
ply. Only eight to nine per cent of the 
lirms In the Chicago area indicated that 
concern. 


IMA PUBLIC affairs director Tom 


Reid said the Chicago area situation has 
caused fewer problems because Chicago 
and Cook County began strict air pollu- 
tion control codes In the 1960s and busi- 
nesses In that area have existing con- 
tracts with fuel suppliers. 


Downstate, where air pollution regu- 


lations are newer, manufacturers have 
more frequently had their fuel supplies 
curtailed and been unable to line up al- 
ternative fuels on short notice, he said. 
Most air pollution standards prevent or 
limit the use of high sulfur coal. Most 
coal produced In Illinois has a high sul- 
fur content. 


Those 23 per cent of the respondents 


who Indicated "concern" about fuel sup- 
ply indicated their executives were 
spending significantly Increased time 
working on the problem. 


Reid pointed out, however, that the re- 


sults so far Indicate "70-somc per cent of 
the state's businesses have had no prob- 
lem yet. Our feeling, based on the fact 
that we are representing manufacturers 
and talk with suppliers Is that the fuel 
shortage has been alleviated due to the 
mild weather In January. But It will be a 
problem throughout the 70s." 


' 
Arlington Heights Police Capt. Maury 


English noted the only lab facilities 
available to local police currently Include 
one lab In Chicago, one In Jolict, an FBI 
lab In Washington and the Northern Illi- 
nois Police Crime Laboratory In High- 
land Park. English said many depart- 
ments do not use the Highland Park fa- 
cility because It is "costly." 


Lucas said Hrper College will tabulate 


the results of the survey. Jenkins said he 
had no Idea when the survey would be 
completed and results available. 


The questionnaire asks police officials 


to Indicate the size of their department, 
the number of specialists assigned to 
jobs such as photography, detective work 
and traffic analysis, and the official's in- 
terest in establishing a regional crime 
laboratory. 


Statistical Information on the numbers 


of various types of crimes Investigated 
by the police department in 1972 and the 
number of times the crime lab was used 
for that type of crime investigation Is 
also sought.

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Teacher returning to Yugoslavia 
6Van9going home enriched 


by WANDALYN HICE 


Vangel Karagunov li on his way back 


to Yugoslavia, taking with him memories 
of the United States and the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Karagunov, known as "Van" to the 


staff and (tudenti at Forest View High 
School, also Is taking books, sample tests 
and tapes of country music that he will 
use to teach English to his students In 
Stlp, Yugoslavia. 


Van spent most of January In Arling- 


ton Heights, visiting Forest View and 
other Dlst. 214 high schools as the last 
part of a program for foreign teachers 
sponsored by the International Educa- 
tional Development Program. Ho left 
early this week for home. 


Before coming to Dist. 214, Van spent a 


semester studying methods of teaching 
English with 64 other teachers at tho 
University of Texas and toured the west- 
ern United States by bus. 


Van laughed easily In a recent inter- 


view when he recalled tho one major ex- 
pectation he had about the United States

before coming here. "Every European 
expects certain things," he said. "You're 
all supposed to be rich and to spend mon- 
ey without thinking about It. That's not 
quite true." 


ALTHOUGH Americans turned out to 


be a little ksi wealthy than the myth 
Indicates, he said, the schools arc so well 
equipped that "I really envy your teach- 
ers. They have so much media equip- 
ment that we don't have." 


Even with that advantage, Van did not 


like the system that allows high school 
students to chose only five subjects and 
to almost entirely avoid classes in math 
and science. In Yugoslavia all students 
take math, chemistry and physics In high 
school and students take 10 to 14 subjects 
a year. 


"We pay much greater attention to 


math and science than you do and I can't 
understand that. I think with your tech- 
nology you really need it," ho said. 


Tho myth of American wealth was se- 


riously disturbed when he and his fellow 
teachers traveled through Indian reser- 
vations in New Mexico and Arizona. "I 
didn't expect such a poor standard of life 
there," he said, "I couldn't believe I was 
lntheU.S.A." 


ALSO. Van was disturbed to hear some 


Americans express their dislike of Eu- 
ropeans. • Some he said, didn't like the 
British, French or Russians and "when I 
hear Americans talk about who they 
don't like, I wonder who you do like?" 


High schools in Yugoslavia are much 


like those in this country, he said, except 
that his school, in Slip, has only about 
1,000 students. 


"High school students are much the 


same in both countries," he said. "They 
like athletics and popular music." As in 
the,United States, he said, dress Cjdes 
have been eliminated in Yugoslavia be- 
cause "the students wouldn't stand for 
It" 


English is the most popular foreign 


language in Yugoslavian schools, he 
said, with French, a runner-up, he said, 
and students start studying the language 
in elementary school. 


Van said when.he returned to Yugos- 


lavia he would undoubtedly be faced with 
many questions about this country from 
his students. And there was only one 
thing he was worried about telling them. 


"When I tell them students here only 


have five subjects, they'll be so mad," 
ho said.

'passports' 


The United SUtet Postal Service hu 


announced thit all flrit «nd Mcond claii 
poit office* will make Golden Eagle and 
Golden Age "pauporta" available to the 
public. 


The "pauporU" are willeUbe, calen- 


dar-year permlti that entitle the bearer 
and any person accompanying him In a 
ilngle, private, non-commercial vehicle 
to general admission to designated unlli 
of the national park lyitem and national 
recreational areas. 


These "paoporta" dlffere In that the 


Golden Eagle will be available to any 
person upon payment of a S10 fee. The 
Golden Age "passport" will be Issued 
without charge to any person 62 years of 
age or older who applies for the permit. 


The Golden Age "passport" also will 


entitle the bearer to utilize certain recre- 
ation facilities within the park and recre- 
ation areas at a rate of SO per cent of the 
established dally use fee. 


Both permits are non-transferable. 
The "passport" program Is being con-

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Q. When I dart college this fall, lH be 


working In the college cafeteria part 
time. Since I paid social security on my 
part-time Job this summer, will I also 
have social security withheld on my col- 
lege Job? 


A. No. A student's work for a college 


where he's enrolled and regularly attend- 
ing classes Is excluded from social secur- 
ity coverage. 


Q. I have two small seasonal business- 


es. My net profit from each averages un- 
der 1400. Can I combine the net profits 
and get social security credit for this 
work? 


A. Yes. Self-employed people with 


more than one business during the year 
must combine the net profits. If the total 
net profit is WOO or more, it counts for 
social security. 


Q. 1 retired In June. 1871 and started 


my social security benefits In July. I 
earned M.OOO la 1171 before I retired. 
Now I've received a letter saying that 
my benefits are going to be stopped In 30 
days because I didn't file an annual re- 
port. I was hospltallied from 12/71 
through 5/72 and couldn't make a report. 
Will my checks be stopped and can a 
penalty be assessed for not tiling the rep- 
port? 


A. Since you did not earn more than 


$140 a month from July on, no deductions 
will be assessed because of your earn- 
ings. However, because you earned over 


' $1,680 and received some social security 
benefits, an annual report of your earn- 
ings is required by law. Because your 
annual report of earnings was not made 
before April 15,1972, a penalty of up to 
one month's benefits can be made. If 
there la a good reason for not filing this 
report, you should include a statement 
about this and the penalty may be 
waived. 


Q. A couple months ago I had my third 


heart attack and my doctor Isn't sure I'll 
ever be able to go back to my Job as a 
truck driver. If I apply for monthly so- 
cial security payments, how will social 
security determine U my condition li 
severe enough to keep me from working? 


A. The medical report from your doc- 


tor will show the severity of your condi- 
tion — to what degree you are unable to 
do such things as move about, handle 
things, hear, speak, etc. The medical evi- 
dence, together with other information 
about you — the kind of work you have 
done in the past, your education, your 
training, and other abilities — is the 
basis on which a decision can be made 
as to whether your condition prevents 
you from doing any "substantial gainful" 
work. You should apply for disability 
benefits if you think you may not be able 
to return to work or will be out of work 
for at least a year.

Dear Dr. Lamb — As I remember, 


some time ago you wrote an article on 
the avocado, saying It! had so much cho- 
lesterol In it and also that it was very 
fattening. I enjoy avocados, but have 
high cholesterol. Would I be able to cat 
them? 


Dear Reader — Avocados do not con- 


tain cholesterol, but they are high In fat. 
The larger portion of the cholesterol In 


'• the blood Is formed by our own bodies. It 


is believed that when a person Is on a 
high-fat diet the body manufactures 
more cholesterol. This is why heart spe- 
cialists often recommend limiting the fat 
intake which would include avocados. 
The American Heart Association's diet 
plan recommends avoiding them or using 
them sparingly. This same thing is true 
of all foods that contain a lot of fat. 


Scientists believe that the fat In some 


way stimulates the liver to produce more 
cholesterol which Is passed by the bile 
into the Intestinal tract and then reab- 
sorbcd. The cholesterol In the blood 
stream literally is a combination of that 
produced by the body and that we eat, 
which is all mixed together within the 
small intestine and absorbed from that 
location eventually Into the blood stream. 


So, you have to think of two things, 


what foods stimulate the body to produce 
cholesterol and what foods contain cho- 
lesterol. Avocados arc believed to be In 
the first category.

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More seasonal weather 
Old Man Winter returns with 1 (snow)-2 (cold) punch

Until yesterday, If you were a pre- 


dictor of the weather — a professional 
meteorologist, soothsayer or just plain 
had a big toe that swelled when snow 
storms were imminent — you probably 
lost quite a few friends this winter. 
You're credibility had gone down. 


This year, like other yean, people 


scrambled to their garages around No- 
vember to oil their snow removal equip- 
ment, Jammed the shopping centers to 
purchase protective clothing for that 
yearly blizzard and stocked the cup- 
boards In anticipation of being snowed 
and frown in. 


But for the past few weeks, people 


have been muttering with glee, "Winter? 
Did someone say It was winter? Why, 
whcre's the snow? And the sub-zero tem- 
peratures? And the frostbitten kiddies? 
• 


Such talk usually brings down upon us 


the wrath of the gods. As soon as some- 
one says, "Gee, what a great winter 
we're having." POW! the while crunch 
of 1907. There are no such predictions of 
a major snowstorm of those proportions 
but yesterday's snowfall proves we're 
not going to escape the clutches of typi- 
cal winter weather. 


HKKOHE yesterday, In village, county 


and state public works buildings all over 
the Northwest suburbs, the snow plows 
were standing tall at attention, the at- 
tached shovels taut and ready. A stock- 
pile of rock salt lay unused. Galoshes 
and other special clothing were put 
away. 


At area hospitals, such winter patient 


problems as heart attacks from too much 
snow-shoveling or broken legs from ski- 
ing accidents just weren't happening, al- 
though at hospitals like Northwest Com- 
munity In Arlington Heights, heart at- 
tack patients arc as common as ever 
this time of year and skiers who busted 
bones In Colorado are recovering there. 


Power plants supplying energy and 


fuel to the area have had a lighter load 
recently because of less demand for their 
services. 


Dut now, weathermen are predicting 


snow for the next few days, at least, and 
a definite lowering of the average high 
and low temperatures we've hod so far 
this winter. 


TEMPEIIATUKES for this time of 


year have averaged about 30 degrees, or 
five degrees warmer than the average 
over the post 70 years of 25 degrees, ac- 
cording to the Northern Illinois Univer- 
sity Weather Service. 


Statistically, this January was one of 


the warmest Januarys over the past 70 
years. Though the month was warm, the 
all-time warmest January was in 1933 
with an average temperature of nearly 
33 degrees, the weather service reported. 
Last January the thermometer dropped 
below zero almost half of the entire 
month. 


Precipitation for January, 1972 was 


Just over one and a half Inches while this 
January's reading was 1.32 Inches, with 
just over one Inch of that In the form of 
snow. Over the past 70 years, the aver- 
age January figure was about 1.63 ac- 
cording to the weather service. 


The lack of snow has kept public works 


crews busy In other areas of work, In-

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Henry 


M. Jackson, D-Wash., predicted there 
will be gasoline rationing In some sec- 
tions of the country this spring. 


Jackson said this will come about be- 


cause motor travel will increase with the 
onset of the vacation period. 


He said U.S. refineries have concen- 


trated their efforts on producing home 
heating and Industrial oil fuels because 
of winter shortages and have neglected 
the heavier demand for gasoline In the 
spring. 


"We arc caught In a squeeze because 


the administration failed to contemplate 
what would happen," Jackson told a 
news conference. 


eluding patching street holes, trimming 
tree* and performing maintenance tasks. 


Taxpayers have saved a great deal of 


money because of the lack of snowfall 
because the Cook County Department of 
Highways has not had to pay much over- 
time In January like they did In Decem- 
ber. 


TOM McllUGH, maintenance engineer 


for the department, said 1,000 man hours 
of overtime was necessary to clean the 
streets following snow falls In December 
but that there was "close to nothing" in 
the way of overtime work for January. 


At .the county, as well as In several 


public works departments In the North- 
west suburbs, a minimal supply of rock 
salt is on hand to deal with weather 
emergencies but that during a major 
snowstorm additional salt can be gotten 
quickly. 


In most communities, like Arlington 


Heights, a "plan of attack" is put into 
effect when a snowstorm hits. According 
to Gene Willroth, Arlington Heights' pub- 
lic works director, "The police depart- 
ment in those times of impending weath- 
er triggers us to action. Our foreman 
gets the necessary men on the street. We 
try to clean all main streets within four 
hours." 


At Northwest Community Hospital, 


Jack Ryon, public relations director, said 
it is difficult to determine whether there 
have been more illnesses this whiter as a 
result of the fluctuation in temperature 
because hospitals only deal with patients 
who are sick enough to need a hospital 
bed. Most illnesses do not require hospl- 
tallzation. 


He said that because there was little 


snowfall there haven't been any victims 
of heart attacks resulting from too much 
shoveling. But, he said, people are doing 
other things than shoveling snow to get 
coronaries. In general, he said, emer- 
gencies are up at his hospital, but they 
have not been snow-related. 


A return to the typical winter will have 


a drastic effect on energy and fuel 
plants. It will mean a return to the na- 
tionwide trend which Indicates there wilt 
be power shortages for the remainder of 
tho winter.

Maybe when you first mote In there 


«re enough shelves. But by now things 
are probably different. 


Do books pile up on desks and tables 


and then get shuffled off In cardboard 
boxes? 


Do paint cons stand on the basement 


or garage floor? 


Do the kids' toys and games, the ones 


not In that fancy toy box, pile up on the 
closet floor or In one corner of the base- 
ment?

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Four of our six current coin designs 


are eligible for retirement. They have 
served the mandatory 25 years specified 
by the Coinage Act of April 2, 1972 and 
may be terminated at the discretion of 
the Treasury provided a replacement is 
duly approved by Congress. And this Is 
not at all unlikely. 


With the Revolution Bicentennial cele- 


bration less than three years away, a 
new denlgn for at least three of the four 
coins Is conceivable, if not already un- 
derway. 


TIIR LINCOLN one-cent design is the 


most popular of any issued during tho 
20th century and not threatened. In re- 
sponse to a question put to our readers 
four years ago, slightly more than 98 per 
cent Insisted on retaining the Lincoln 
"penny" design as It is. 


Eleven readers suggested reversing 


tho profile If It became necessary to 
make a change at all. Four asked to con- 
sider using the Lincoln features on both 
sides of the coin and 22 wanted to sec tho 
scaled figure of Mr. Lincoln as It ap- 
pears In the Lincoln Memorial, replace 
the bust device presently on the obverse. 
Not one suggested dropping the Lincoln 
motif. 


NOTHING IN THE coinage law re- 


quires the likeness to be that of o presi- 
dent. It docs rule out the portrait of a 
living person, and It docs, if read care- 
fully, prohibit the use of a popular revo- 
lutionary or nationally prominent politi- 
cian by specifying the obverse device to 
be emblematic of Liberty. Tills would pin 
the qualifications of a candidate down to 
one recognized for his or her contribu- 
tions to the Ideals of Americanism. Rich 
or poor; black or white; male or female. 


It is my personal opinion that the se- 


lection of a person to be memorialized on 
coin or paper currency be made through 
p o p u l a r preference, duly channeled 
through Congress without interference 
from pressure groups, and presented In a 
final form consistent with previous prac- 
tice. 


Strangely enough, the coinage act docs 


not mention tho word bust, profile or Ilk-

cness In reference to a human being. A 
symbol or device emblematic of Liberty 
could encompass objects of a patriotic or 
historical nature, recognized as a part of 
our struggle for independence. For in- 
stance, the Declaration of Independence, 
the Constitution, the Bill of Rights, Inde- 
pendence Hall, the Mlnutcman or any of 
the Revolution shlps-of-the-linc. Of neces- 
sity tho Liberty Bell would have to be by- 
passed since It just recently appeared as 
a reverse device on the Franklin half- 
dollar. But tho Statue of Liberty, al- 
though less than 00 years old, is in itself 
a symbol of Liberty and certainly an ap- 
propriate subject. 


WITH THE PASSING of former Prcsl- 


dent Harry S Truman, it Is highly pos- 
sible that his likeness will soon bo the 
subject of a United States Postage 
stamp, and I have every reason to be- 


lieve the same bust will be proposed as 
the obverse device for one of our coins. 
Which one would be mere conjecture, but 
it wouldn't seem to be in the best interest 
of the coming Bicentennial celebration to 
suddenly replace cither Jefferson or 
Washington with a 20th-century presi- 
dent. My guess Is It will bo the Roosevelt 
dime which has never been tho most 
sought after design in our coinage his- 
tory. 


Whether or not we change tho appear- 


ance of one or moro denominations, and 
regardless of whose profile may rest in 
tho place of honor if we do, no force on 
earth will effect the removal of the motto 
"In God Wo Trust."

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How can we help senior citizens? 
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Herald editorials 


Meal-price cut 


good first step 


A trio of restaurant! In Mount 


Prospect have decided to give se- 
nior citizens a break, and we hope 
that their move will start a price- 
cutting trend in other basic ser- 
vices for the elderly in the North- 
west suburbs. 


The restaurants — the Starlitc 


Coffee Cup, the Thundcrbird and 
the Scanda House Smorgasbord — 
recently announced they'd give se- 
nior citizens a price break. 


For example; the Starlitc Coffee 


Cup management announced that 
senior citizens would now get a 25 
per cent price reduction on meals 
served between 2 p.m. and 5 p.m. 
The other restaurants have offered 
similar discount plans. 


It's a plan which Mount Prospect 


village officials have been urging 
for several weeks. Village health 
officer Marjorie Boswcll has been 
hoping to get as many as 25 restau- 
rants to participate in the pro- 
gram: the Starlitc, to its credit, 
moved at the initiative of its man- 
ager. 


The Idea could be extended into 


other services. For example, se- 
nior citizens often rely heavily on 
taxicab service in our commu- 
nities. Perhaps a discount plan 
could be worked out to encourage 
more senior citizens to take advan- 
tage of such transportation. 


S i m i l a r l y , motion picture 


theatres could offer cut-rate prices 
at certain off-peak hours of the 


day. The system has worked in oth- 
er communities, and there's no 
reason why it couldn't work in the 
Northwest suburbs — not only in 
Mount Prospect, but across all of 
our communities. 


As we've stated before, senior 


citizens often are ignored and sub- 
tly discriminated against in our 
youth-oriented, highly mobile sub- 
urbs. But the number of older per- 
sons living here is Increasing, and 
as we extend services for young 
persons, we should do the same for 
senior citizens. 


There's an added benefit, too, to 


the merchant who learns he has an 
untapped market out there which 
can't reach him. Lower the prices 
slightly, and it would seem that in- 
creasing the number of customers 
would increase income. 


But beyond economics, village 


government and local businesses 
have a broad, potential community 
to serve, a community extending 
beyond the stereotyped idea that 
our suburbs are populated entirely 
by upward-mobile persons who 
commute daily to jobs in Chicago's 
Loop. 


If there aren't many races here, 


there is a melting pot of ages, 
from the tiniest toddler to the sc- 
niorcst of senior citizens. And we'll 
all be better served if everyone is 
encouraged to enjoy services pro- 
vided by the community at large. 


A lonelier job now 


With the deaths of Harry S Tru- 


man and Lyndon B. Johnson, the 
nation is without a living ex-presi- 
dent 


There have been as many as five 


former Chief Executives alive at 
one time. This was at the begin- 
ning of Abraham Lincoln's first 
term. 


But that was an exception. The 


usual number has been only one or 
two, and in at least four instances, 
all former presidents have died 
sometime during a current presi- 
dent's term. 


Never before, however — with 


the exception of the administration 
of tho first president, George 
Washington — has America had no 
living ex-president at the time a 
new president took office or a re- 
elected president began another 
term, as is now the case of Presi- 
dent Nixon. 


. All this may be of purely statis- 
tical interest. It has often been re- 
marked that we treat our former 
'presidents rather strangely: We 
confer all the power in the world on 
•a man for four or eight years, and 
then at the stroke of noon on Jan. 
20 abruptly dismiss him. 


'• The suggestion has sometimes 
been made that we ought somehow 
to utilize the experience and tal- 
ents of these men, possibly by 
making them honorary members 
of the Senate with at-large votes. It 


is an interesting idea, but most out- 
going presidents seem to have wel- 
comed the lifting of a tremendous 
burden from their shoulders and 
looked forward to retirement into 
private life. 


The outstanding exception is 


Martin Van Burcn, who went from 
the White House to a long and use- 
ful career in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


Nevertheless, whether they have 


been relegated into voluntary or in- 
voluntary obscurity, whether they 
left office loved or reviled, former 
presidents have always served as a 
link with the past, growing In the 
esteem and affection of their coun- 
trymen as' the years passed and po- 
litical passions were forgotten. 


Sometimes they have been a kind 


of bridge over the troubled waters 
of the present. This was especially 
true following the death of John F. 
Kennedy. The nation drew strength 
from the living presence of Harry 
Truman and Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, reassurance that the contin- 
uity of the nation could not be 
smashed by an assassin's bullet. 


Four full years, must now elapse 


before there is another ex-presi- 
dent The longest previous such pe- 
riod was the last 20 months of the 
Grant administration. ' 


This, too, may be only of statis- 


tical interest But the loneliest job 
in the world is now lonelier than 
ever for Richard M. Nixon.

Reader blasts trapping

new governor

As the state watches Gov. Daniel Walk- 


er through his first months as the chief 
executive of Illinois, there is an unde- 
niable undercurrent among some Demo- 
crats that the governor is going to fall on 
his face, and good enough for bun. 


This feeling comes from the old-guard, 


organization hard-liners who resent this 
"amateur" who sidestepped organization 
politics and bulled his way into the gov- 
ernor's chair. 


In view of the finesse with which Walk- 


er built his campaign structure from the 
ground up and walked off with the prize 
in a tough primary and a close general 
election, it is difficult to hear him de- 
scribed as an amateur and keep a 
straight face. 


But the resentment runs deep among 


some old-timers. It was barely concealed 
in an "open letter" to the governor cir- 
culated recently by Thomas J. Owens of 


• Springfield, Sangamon County Democrat- 


ic chairman. 


Owens was supervisor of state build- 


ings and grounds under the late secre- 
tary of state, Paul Powell. 


He wrote to warn Walker about the 


"present fragmentation of Illinois Demo- 
crats." Owens blamed this fragmenta- 
tion of two factors'; (1) what he ob- 
viously considers insulation of the gover- 
nor from the old-guard by an "amateur" 
staff and (2) supplanting of regular coun- 
ty organizations by "amateur" citizens 
committees organized for Walker. 


In n fit of pique, Owens declared, "For 


those of us who have received a guilty 
verdict from your staff, without notice of 
trial or sentencing and certainly no ap- 
peal, we cannot help but fully question 
your call to take politics out of the back 
room." 


I've realized over the past years that If 


a person docs not have human concern 
and respect for animals, there isn't much 
you can say to change their minds. It's 
funny that Mike Schnlppcr and anyone 
like him who hunts and traps can feel 
justified in what they're doing when 
largo stores like G. C. Murphy & Co. and 
Sears Roebuck & Co. agreed not to sell

Massa's stand criticized 


In his letter of January 23, Dick Massa 


repeats his charges that the Wheeling In- 
dependent Party is a closed party, and 
criticizes John Flood for his comments 
on Mr. Massa's original letter. John 
Flood's letter speaks for itself and needs 
no defense. However, Mr. Massa's state- 
ments regarding WHIP demand clari- 
fication. 


Contrary to his claims, Mr. Massa rep- 


resented himself as an interested candi- 
date and a WHIP application was per- 
sonally delivered to him. Later, at an 
open meeting, he told members of the 
nominating committee that he could not 
run. 


On December 18, Mr. Massa asked 


WHIP to reopen and delay nominating to ' 
allow him to run from the floor, contrary 
to accepted caucus rules. He was re- 
fused, out of fairness to candidates who 
had 
been intrcstcd 
and concerned 


enough to cooperate with nominating 
procedures and scheduling. He then par- 
ticipated hi questioning and selecting the 
present candidates. 


Considering the preceding events, it is 


interesting to note that Mr. Massa had 
signed a petition for the opposing party, 
prior to December 14, at least four days 
before he came to WHIP caucus.'asklng 
for concessions and special consideration 
as a potential WHIP candidate. 


The possibility of Mr. Massa being 


slated as a candidate of one party, while 
his notarized signature was on the peti- 
tion filed by the opposition, raises many 
questions. "We can only guess as to Mr. 
Mass's motives, or, what might have 
transpired in the unlikely event that the 
membership would have selected him as 
a candidate. 


In offering Wheeling an open, local 


party, WHIP is aware that it runs the 


risk of inviting controversy, a danger un- 
known to a tightly controlled party. Con- 
fidence in the good judgment of the 
people outweighs tills risk. WHIP Invites 
and welcomes the support and active 
membership of all concerned. 


It is hoped that this clarification will 


close the matter, and we can move on. 
The public interest is not well served by 
such smoke screens as Mr. Massa seems 
to be throwing up. Nominations are a 
thing of the past. Candidates and mem- 
bers of WHIP arc addressing themselves 
to real Issues; the concerns of the 
people of Wheeling, and how best to deal 
with them, so they may serve as effec- 
tive representatives of the people.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Citing a fed- 


eral ruling against Greyhound bus lines 
for rejecting applications for driver of 
people over 40, Sen. Edward M. Kenne- 
dy, D-Mass., said this week that private 
industry has been given a clear warning 
to "tear down age discrimination bar- 
riers." 


Kennedy referred to a ruling by U.S. 


District Judge James B. Parsons in Chi- 
cago Monday that Greyhound had vio- 
lated a six-year-old law against such dis- 
crimination. The senator said, "This is a 
clear warning to private industry of the 
requirement to -tear down age dls- 


• crimination barriers."

He was keynote speaker at the opening 


of a seminar on problems of middle-age 
and older workers. He'said the 1967 act 
had been poorly enforced In the past and 
did not cover enough workers. 


"The ... act should be extended to 


cover all employes in both the public and 
private sectors of the economy," Kenne- 
dy said. "And sufficient funds and per- 
sonnel should be made available so that 
no company and no government agency 
can violate the law with impunity." 


The act Is designed to prohibit arbi- 


trary age discrimination in employment. 
It does not cover federal, state or local 
government workers.

Blind skiing program 
continues at Four Lakes 


Despite the usual January thaw which 


plays havoc xvith skiing conditions here 
In the Midwest, skiing enthusiasts have 
not packed away their equipment for the 
season. 


Least of all is a group of very enthu- 


siastic beginners who will be taking their 
fifth ski lesson Feb. 11 at the Four Lakes 
Village ski area in Lisle. This group, 
which numbers over 35 Individuals, arc 
members of the Blind Skiing Program 
which has been organized and sponsored 
in part, this winter, by the Liens Inter- 
national Club of Mount Prospect. Under 
the direction of Keith Chew, Director of 
Skiing at the Four Lakes and Fox Trails 
ski areas, the skiers have had the oppor- 
tunity to participate in one of the most 
popular and fastest growing wiKter 
sports. 


Through a series of lessons, conducted 


on Sundays, the skiers have been taught 
the basic fundamentals of skiing down a 
hill, turning, stopping, and the use of the 
ski lift. Chew said, "Most people are

amazed that a blind person can ski; yet 
they accept the fact that the same per- 
son can find his way down a busy street 
and across dangerous roads." 


Of course, skiing can be difficult, but 


there arc always the ones who leant fast 
and then there are the others who need 
more time, whether visually-handicapped 
or not. The progress of these particular ' 
individuals Is no better or worse than a 
regular skier, and it's about time the 
public stopped recognizing people who 
have a physical handicap as some kind 
of "freak." 


After their final ski lesson, which will 


be held for all the skiers, Feb. 11, at 2 
p.m., the skiers will be Invited to partici- 
pate In a test of skiing ability. A panel of 
five judges, made up of well-known 
sports personalities, will decide who will 
be the best male and female skier. 


Results will be announced and awards 


presented at the reception to be held lat- 
er in the afternoon at 5:30.

GENERAL INFORMATION: 
The first homes in the village of Hoffman Estates 
were completed in 1955; the population topped 
8.000 in 1960 and'nearly tripled by 1971. There 
are several new industrial firms in this town of 
young homes and young families. There are some 
small hills in the town, as this is the beginning of 
the Fox River Valley. 


HOUSING: 
A variety of models has been constructed in the 
community, including colonials, 
cape 
cods, 


bi-levels, and combination brick and frame homes. 
Prices range from $30.000 to $49,000, with new 
homes starting at $37,000. The total number of 
apartment units in Hoffman Estates presently is 
596. but 3 new developments will eventually add 
some 4.130 townhouse units and 6,680 apart- 
ments to this total. Rents range from $180 to 
over $250. 


SCHOOLS: 
There are 15 public elementary schools in the 
town, and 2 junior high schools. The James B. 
Conant and the soon-to-be-completed Hoffman 
Estates High Schools are in the village proper. The 
pupil-teacher ratio is 23:1. with $548 spent an- 
nually per pupil. One Catholic elementary school 
is in the village, and a Lutheran elementary school 
is nearby. 


CHURCHES: 
Nearly all faiths are represented in the area, and 
the village has 3 Baptist, plus Catholic, Christian. 
Episcopal. Evangelical Lutheran. Jewish, United 
Methodist, and United Presbyterian houses of 
worship. 


TRANSPORTATION: 
C&NW trains are available in Palatine 7 miles 
north, and Milwaukee Road trains stop in Roselle. 
4 miles south of town. Schaumburg Trans- 
portation Company buses serve the local area. A 
Northwest Tollway entrance is 3 miles northeast 
of town. 


SHOPPING: 
Hoffman Estates downtown shopping area has 2 
adjacent plazas offering many stores and shops, 
and there is a small new area south of Higgins 
Road. Woodfield Mall is adjacent to Hoffman Es- 
tates to the east, with Randhurst Plaza 7 miles 
east in Mount Prospect, and downtown Elgin 12 
miles west of town. 


RECREATION: 
The Hoffman Estates Park District, with adminis- 
tration offices and a community center at 650 
West Higgins Road, operates 13 park sites in the 
village, and the Lions' Community Swimming Pool 
(an outdoor facility) on Grand Canyon Parkway. 


A referendum approved by residents last month 
will provide $675,000 for park improvements in 
the community. 


Hoffman Estates is also the home of Poplar Creek 
Forest Preserve, a 3.000 acre facility under devel- 
opment at the village's west end. Two fishing 
ponds are now available and two lakes, one 30 
acres, the other 148 acres, are planned. The Cook 
County Forest Preserve District will also develop 
an 18 hole golf course adjacent to Hoffman Es- 
tates at Roselle and Central Roads. The Hilldale 
Village Golf Course in' Hoffman Estates and Gold- 
en Acres Country Club and Golf Course are also 
open to the public, though privately owned. 


GOVERNMENT: 
Hoffman Estates is run by a Village Board of 6 
trustees and a Village President. Auxiliary boards 
and commissions include groups responsible for 
zoning, planning, youth, and environment. 


A new $1.1 million police and administration cen- 
ter at 1200 North Gannon Drive opened in Hoff- 
man Estates last month offering the most modern 
facilities for municipal operation and law enforce- 
ment. Autonomous from the Village Board is the 
Hoffman Estates Fire Protection District which 
runs two fully equipped fire stations and has plans 
for a third station underway, with financing com- 
.ing from a bond issue approved last year through 
referendum.

Low-cost housing gets 
national publicity 


Tho problem of finding low-cost hou* 


Ing for those In the lower Income brack- 
ets Is rightly getting national publicity. 
Various program* for using federal mon- 
ey as » subsidy in one form or another 
have bven set in motion according to Er- 
nest C. Knecht, president, Chicago Real 
Estate Board. 


This Is natural, because money is the 


only tool Congress ho* to uso directly In 
creating housing. It can bo excused for 
being wary of program* involving pri- 
vate enterprise becuase the latter depend 
on actions over which tho Congress has 
very little control. 


But the public should not be wary of 


private enterprise solutions. We should 
seek them out. The amount of housing 
that can bo provided by tho federal gov- 
ernment, or local government for that 
matter, can only bo very small, com- 
pared to tho total housing In our country. 


Ono practical way of providing low- 


cost housing I* to use the housing al- 
ready In existence. Instead of letting a 
house become dilapidated, or remain di- 
lapidated, It should be brought up to a 
certain standard of Uvablllty, and used.

REHABILITATION of existing bousing 


is almost cheaper than new construction. 
Correcting the faults In a 30-year-old 
house Is seldom a major task. Perhaps it 
needs a wiring overhaul, roof repairs, 
plumbing fixtures replaced, paint Inside 
and out and most of all the care that 
prldo brings. We should look for way* of 
encouraging that 
. 
* 


Of tho hundred* of thousands of dwell- 


ing units demolished each year, most 
could bo saved. Some of the shining ex- 
amples of success In such efforts are res- 
toration of the fine old row house* in the 
Georgetown section of Washington, D.C. 
These not only were restored from 
slums, but became sought-after dwell 
Ings because of their charm and con- 
venience. Charleston, South Carolina, , 
had this same experience. So did Phila- 
delphia. 


Tho average rehabilitation, however, is 


not that dramatic. It also faces hurdles 
wo must recognize and try to overcome. 


It has been often remarked that the 


first one to congratulate the rehabilitates 
of a house Is the tax assessor. A proposal 
gaining increased attention I* that any- 
ono rehabilitating a house be given a mo- 
ratorium on any tax increase resulting 
for at least five years. This would make 
rehabilitation more attractive to the indi- 
vidual owner. It would also encourage 
landlords to Improve housing they offer 
for rent, for they might Increase its de- 
sirability enough to justify a small rent 
increase and within five yean pay for 
the improvements. 


COUPLED WITH this problem of re- 


habilitation is the problem of tenants 
who do not care for the property they 
occupy. Some even treat the property so 
badly that It discourages any attempt to 
keep them in repair. 


To cope with tho situation, one federal 


program, Section 23 of the United States 
Housing Act of 1965, known as Section 23 
Leased Housing, is trying with success a 
solution that private enterprise could 
well copy. As a condition of leasing, 
somo community housing authorities 
make It just short of mandatory that the 
tenant attend an educational class which 
reviews tho principles of sanitation, 
home economics, cleanliness and upkeep 
that are accepted by society. It offers 
consultation. It also ho* a system of 
checking tenant* occasionally to see 
what core the property Is getting. 


There la a great deal of Uvablllty, 


charm and practicality in most older 
houses. We can encourage their best use 
lo solve a serious low-cost housing prob- 
lem if we support means of rehabilitating 
them — we, as individuals, a* a neigh- 
borhood, as a community and as a gov- 
ernment.

Masonry kitchen no longer 
prohibitively expensive 


Nothing perhaps Is more elegant — 


and more expensive — than a brick or 
stone kitchen. Because of the cost factor, 
masonry In tho cooking area has been 
restricted to the very posh homes. 


But now, with the Introduction of man- 


made masonry panels, practically any. 
one can have the look and feel of brick 
or stone In their own kitchen. The ma- 
sonry panels arc designed for home 
handyman Installation and they come 
complete with mortar. 


Tho Roxito Division of Masonltc Corpo- 


ration, for example, makes a brick-like 
panel out of crushed stone and fiber* 
glass. The panels, covering approximate- 
ly 2 sq. ft. each, can be Installed over 
any wall surface. Half-Inch ring shank 
nails are used for Installation on drywall, 
plaster, plywood or other nallable sur- 
face. Nylon expansion bolts, supplied 
with the panels, are used when applying 
the panels to cement walls. 


SINCE DRYWALL and plaster walls 


are usually backed by 2x4 studding on 
IS" centers, you should be able to nail 
Into at least two 2x4 studs at several 
points In each of the 28ft" panels. On 
those Instances when you hit only one 
stud behind the panels, tho nylon ex- 
pansion bolts should be used for added 
support. 


Whether nails pr expansion bolts arc 


used. It Is Important that maximum ad- 
herence Is obtained. Nail Into as many 


studs as possible, making sure that when 
using expansion bolts, you use a suf- 
ficient number to keep the panel from 
bowing. 


Installation of Roxito paneling begins 


at the top of the wall. Start by cutting off 
the two half "bricks" that extend beyond 
tho end of tho panel (save these two 
ends.). Then nail the panel to the studs 
at the mortar lines. 


The next and subsequent panels should 


be Installed via the same procedure. 
Open ends of panels at outside corners, 
doorways or open arches should be filled 
with paper. Mortar or moldings will pro- 
vide a finished look to these filled open 
ends. 


WHEN WORKING at the floor line, cut 


tho panels so that the last row Is snug 
with the floor. If the floor Is not level, 
cut the panels at the required angle. 


After all panels arc fastened to the 


wall, apply mortar in a 1/8" thick bead 
In all recessed mortar lines of the bricks. 
Mortar is applied through a cartridge- 
type caulking gun. Tho extruded mortar 
bead can bo smoothed with a trowel. 
General setting time is 24-48 hours. Spills 
or smears may be wiped up with laqucr 
thinner before they have set or hardened. 


The brick-like panels are both moisture 


and heat resistant. Dirt and grease can 
be removed from them by simply wiping 
with a wet sponge or with ordinary 
household detergent.

fewer furnishings are generally needed 
for a leisure or vacation home. Keeping 
those furnishings to a minimum plus ade- 
quate advanced planning are really the 
keys to an easy move. 


"Also, the. wide variety of available 


rental vans, trucks and trailers make the 
advance planning much easier," Holla- 
day emphasizes. , 


For those families who plan to move 


themselves, Holladay has these sugges- 
tions: 


• Make a list of every Item to be 


moved — then cross off as many as pos- 
sible. "If you don't need it — don't move 
it" 


• Measure everything and determine 


the total number of cubic feet "That to- 
tal will dictate just how large a truck or 
trailer will be needed. An 8-by-S-foot van, 
for example, will carry about 220 cubic 
feet" 


• Determine all of the costs of renting 


a truck or trailer. "Remember that the 
rates quoted for a trailer may not always 
include the charge for a trailer hitch or 
an exterior rear view mirror." 


• Pack carefully. "Fill chests of draw- 


ers with small items, linens and clothing. 
Protect appliances by using pillows and 
blankets to pad and brace motors. Load 
heavy appliances near the front walls of 
the van or trailer." 


• Plan the help needed to both load 


and unload. "The neighbors who help 
load a truck will not be at the other end 
to help take it off."

; The most common method of acquiring 
property Is by purchasing It from an 
owner or through his agent. Two types of 
agents are licensed specifically to repre- 
sent owners or buyers of real estate. 
These are real estate brokers and real 
estate salesmen. A salesman must al- 
ways work for a broker, the broker being 
responsible for his salesman's actions. 
! Licenses are Issued by the State of Illi- 
nois Department of Registration and 
Education after the candidate has passed 
40 examination. In Illinois, as in most 
states, real estate salesmen are required 
to have two years' experience before be- 
coming eligible to take the broker's ex- 
rfmlnatlon. 
; An offer of purchase Is most commonly 
made through use of a document known 
as a deposit receipt (contract). This con- 
tains all the terms and conditions of the 
purchase of the property. 


When tho offer to purchase has been 


accepted and the buyer and seller have 
both agreed on terms and have signed 
the deposit receipt, a deed must be 
signed and acknowledged by the seller 
and delivered to the buyer and recorded 
at the office of the county official who 
keep* such records.

When 
satisfied that tho property can be sold, 
the title company Issues an insurance 
policy protecting the new buyer against 
loss because of any cloud on the title that 
later may come to light. 


Details of drawing up the deed, record- 


Ing, financial arrangements and similar 
routine are handled by an escrow com- 
pany. 


They have the advantage of being a 


disinterested third party, holding the 
transaction in suspension until they 
make sure all legal requirements are 
met. 


After you are an owner, you should be 


aware that there are certain public 
rights that apply to your property. There 
Is tho right to tax, and to acquire your 
property, for public use through eminent 
domain. Police power may affect your 
property, as will tho right of tho state to. 
promote health and the general welfare. 


THERE MAY be easements that go 


with the property. This Is a right granted 
by a previous owner to put a utility line, 
for Instance, over the back of your lot. 
There Is the right of escheat, which 
means that if there are not legal heirs to 
your property, it reverts to tho govern- 
ment. 


There may be a covenant applying to 


the property, either one you agreed to on 
buying, or one you may Impose on sell- 
ing. A covenant Is an agreement that the 
property wilt not be used for certain pur- 
poses. 


The most common right is that of 


someone loaning money to you for buy- 
ing the property to sell it If you default 
Such mortgage rights are known as liens. 
Liens may also be against the property 
for unpaid taxes or to satisfy Judgments 
by a court 


Zoning restrictions are a special kind 


of public right, dictating to what use the 
property may be put Zoning restrictions 
are decided by a zoning commission and 
when they are changed are always sub- 
ject to public hearing. You can also ap- 
ply for' a variance, which means you 
want to put it to a use not allowed under 
the zoning then In effect 
,

The developers of Lake Harrington 


recently released a rendering of the lux- 
ury-class Country Homes to be Included 
In the $70 million community to be built 
In Lake County by Lake Harrington Asso- 
ciates. 


The 810-acre estate Is located west of 


III. file. S3 and extends from Miller Road 
•I the southern end to Kelsey Road at 
the northern point. 


Plans for the recreation-oriented resi- 


dential community, which has brcn de- 
signed to be a showcase for luxury low- 
density planned unit developments, In- 
clude construction of 1,350 one-, two-ami 
three-bedroom residences placed around 
the mile-long manmade lake.

Proper watering of house plants 
more important during winter 


In midwinter many house plants cease 


to grow and may even deteriorate. Low 
light, dry air, high temperatures In the 
homo and over/watering cause rather typ- 
ical symptoms. The plants often take on 
a yellowish appearance, have leaves with 
a burned look, or arc stunted In size. 


If the plant U knocked out of the pot, 


additional symptoms may be seen, t'n- 
healthy roots as Indicated by a brownish 
declaration at the tips, or waterlogged 
soil are typical. 


Root damage can be caused by the 


o\crwet soil or can bo caused by an ex- 
cess of soluble salts In the soil, according 
to experts. Soluble salts In this case are 
the Ions of potassium, calcium, ammo- • 
nlum, nitrates, sulphates and chlorides 
that arc present In the soil. These Ion* 
can come from the fertilizer application, 
the water used on the plants or the de- 
composition of the organic matter In the 
soil. 


Repeated light waterings that result in 


little or no passage of water through the 
pot favor salt buildup. If this practice is 
extended over a long period of time, the 
concentration of salts In the potting soil 
can actually become toxic and kill the 
plant. Salt levels In the potting soil can 
also become toxic and kill the plant. Salt 
levels In the potting soil can also become 
so high that they draw moisture from the 
roots, thus giving the browning or burned 
appearance to the roots. 


THE PUESENCE of a whitish sub- 


stance on the entire soil surface, In 
patches, or on the edges of the pot arc 
another good Indication of excess salt*. 
These salts may also take on a greyish 
color. 


Such salt accumulation can easily be 


prevented by an occasionally heavy wa- 
tering of the plant. In doing so, the soil Is 
unshed free of the salt, which Is carried 
out the drainage hole at the bottom of 
the pot. Discard this drainage water, so 
that none of tho salts arc taken back up 
Into the pot. Excessively saline soil 
should be removed and the plant re- 
potted. 


Another problem area 1s the appli- 


cation of water from the bottom of the 
pot. 
Wick feeding or setting the pots In 


water arc some of the ways of doing this. 
In such cases the water Is taken Into the 
soil through a halo In the bottom of the 
pot and passes up to the top of the soli. 
Salts In the water arc carried up and 
deposited In the upper layer of soil. The 
only correction is to skim off the salt 
encrusted top layer and replace It with 
fresh sail. 


The best rule to follow when you water 


a house plant Is to do it thoroughly. In 
areas of extremely hard water, you may 
even want to use distilled water for an 
occasional watering of a much prized 
plant.-

Chart useful 
in home decision 


One ot the most useful guides for a 


family when the decision is reached to 
purchase a home Is a chart of wonts and 
capabilities, according to Ernest C. 
Knlcht, president, Chicago Real Estate 
Board. Should they build, buy In a new 
subdivision, buy a new custom-built 
house, buy a house a few years old, or 
buy an older house? 


Head up columns on paper for each of 


these, then list the factors Impor- 
tant to the family down the side. The 
family now has the basis for a chart. By 
factors, we mean such consldeatlons as 
nearness to work, shopping, trans- 
portation, size of the house, modem con- 
vlencef, maintenance, low price, financ- 
ing and others. 


Using a scale of 1 to 5, the lowest num- 


ber the mo«t desirable, rate each factor 
within the five types of housing. "Near- 
ness to work" might rate a l In an older 
house, but 5 In a new subdivision. The 
subdivision house, however, could rate 1 
in "modern conveniences" with the older 
bouse rating S. 


When the ratings are entered, added 


and compared, the family has at least a 
rough Idea of what type of house would 
best suit Its wants and income. Then a 
decision can be reached as to what Is 
possible. 


IF INCME Is limited to financing a 


$20,000 home, you cannot choose to build 
on a close-in lot for $40,000, no matter 
how desirable the chart says the more 
expensive house will be. Wants must be

balanced against reality. Facing reality 
also helps when the family consults a 
realtor. Ho knows what range of houses 
on the market, or coming on the market, 
might suit them. 


As an added dividend, it heads off dls-' 


couragcment. New prospective home- 
owners sometimes set their hearts on a 
particular house, not really facing Us 
shortcomings as far as they are con- 
cerned — shortcomings they often had 
not even considered. Then when they de- 
cide not to buy the particular home they 
had wanted, in reaction they sometimes 


' decide not to buy at all. The situation Is 


not really that bad. 


It Is rare indeed when a house com- 


pletely satisfies all the wonts of Its ow- 
ners. How many times have you com- 
plimented a homeowner on his house 
only to hear something like: "Thank you. 
Wo like It, but we do wish it had a family 
room," or "If it were only a llttlo larg- 
er!" or "It's too much house for us," or 
some other shortcoming? 


The realistic approach Is to seek a 


house that satisfies most wants without 
trying to satisfy all. Later, after the fam- 
ily has built up an equity, perhaps they 
will then want to sell using the accu- 
mulated capital to have a whirl at find- 
ing a house closer to satisfying all o f ' 
their wants. 


THIS ATTITUDE also allows a family 


to abide by general rules of thumb. A 
rough rule, for Instance, is that monthly 
payments should not exceed 20 per cent 
of family Income. Should the family Ig- 
nore this and spend 30 per cent because 
the neighborhood Is good and income will 
rise later anyway, they could find them- 
selves not able to afford the cultural pur- 
suits, clothes, cars and other niceties the 
neighbors take for granted. 


More often than not this generates a 


feeling of not belonging, a situation espe- 
cially hard on children who want to Keep 
pace with the other children In their peer 
group. The whole family would have a 
considerably better chance at happiness 
where Income levels art 
comparable. 


Later, If income does rise and they want- 
to move into the more expensive neigh- 
borhood, they can.

A chart is only a helpful tool at best — 


a way of sorting out emotions. Buying a 
' house is a very emotional experience. 


Why this is true is mixed up In raemo- 


• rles, drives, desires and instincts. What- 


ever the reason, even a little Idea that 
helps guide the emotions to high satisfac- 
tion is well worth trying.

Sandy cares about animals

Bring up the topic of animals and 


Sandra KonrlU has plenty to say. 


So do her neighbors In a look-alike row 


of homes In an unincorporated section of 
Des Plalnes. 


Sandy has a reputation on her block. 


She is the nut, the strange lady, the cra- 
zy one. Her home Is known as Noah's 
ark. Her children have taken their share 
of abuse. Neighbors have asked the 
health department and the county to In- 
vestigate her. 


But there ore times when folks on tho 


block ore glad Sandy's around. Like 
when they want to get rid of a cat who 
scratches tho furniture or a dog who 
won't stop having accidents ... or when 
their pet Is about to deliver its first litter 
... or when they've decided it's time to 
get a family pet. 
, 


SANDY'S PASSION, her crusade, her 


soft spot is animals. As a little girl Sandy 
was busily burying dead birds, caring for 
Injured strays and dragging home cols, 
dogs and rabbits. As an adult, wife and 
mother of three, Sandy hasn't changed a 
bit. 


Mingling with the humans In the Hor- 


witz household are cats, dogs, ham- 
sters, gerbils, mice and a turtle named 
Piddles. Knock on the front door and you 
are greeted by on assortment of wagging 
tails. Open the linen closet and you'vo 
Invaded tho homo of Tltu and Mousey, a . 
couple of solitary cats. Walk Into the 
children's room and you're confronted 
with Critter Village with Its ever increas- 
ing population of gerbils and hamsters. 
These ore the Horwitz house pets. 


ON ANY particular day anywhere up to 


20 animals reside temporarily in their 
home. These are the beaten, broken, the 
unloved, the uncared for — the strays of 
(he animal world cast off by their own- 
ers. 


Sandy Isn't able to toko an "It's only 


an animal" attitude toward the plight of 
cats, dogs and other living things. She 
found her Tltu In n garbage con; Mousey 
was retrieved from a paper bag floating 
down a stream; one of her dogs had been 
left beaten in a Junk yard before Sandy 
rescued It. 


The list goes on and on. Sandy has 


turned her home into a waystation for 
strays, believing "any animal given life 
has the right to a good home." All kinds 


pass In and out of her front door — the 
mongrel, the pedigreed, the "problem" 
pet, the sick. 


"SOME OF TlfE animals come to me 


by word of mouth. My vet refers some 
people to me. They wind up on my door- 
step, tied to the carport, and I bring 
home any that I find," Sandy sold. 


"Sometimes I havo to turn peoplo 


down If I have too many animals here. I 
don't have the energy, time or money to 
handle everything, but God knows I'd 
love to. 1 have to take the more pressing, 
more demanding cases." 


Sandy's strays arc Immediately token 


for a check-up to Wright Animal Hospital 
in DCS Ploincs. Whatever medication, 
diet or medical attention is needed is giv- 
en before the animal "comes home." 


Before looking for a now home for the 


stray Sandy leaves a description of the 
animal with every veterinarian and po- 
lice station In the area. If she gets no re- 
sponse within 48 hours, she invests in 
newspaper ads and tacks up cards In 
food stores, hoping to find tho owner. 


"PEOPLE DONT realize what they're 


condemning their animal to when they 
abandon them or put them in a shelter," 
Sandy said. "Houscpets can't fend for 
themselves when they're dumped in tho 
woods. Most freeze, starve or dio of dis- 
ease. Only one out of 10 animals Is 
adopted from shelters. The rest are put 


' to death — sometimes humanely but of- 


ten inhumanely." 


"Any animal I take Into my home Is 


never condemned to death," she contin- 
ued. "It Just stays here until It can be 
placed, until I can find the right kind of 
home."

profit organization devoted to the hu- 
mane treatment of living things. Sandy 
Joined a local chapter when It began last 
June and has been busy working on fund- 
raising projects, writing letters to legis- 
lators and presenting programs to 
schools and clubs. 


"WE SHOW A FILM called "Why Are 


tho Animals Crying?" which really 
brings homo the problem of animal over- 
population. The Fund Is very big on birth 
control and some of us hope to start a 
free clinic where animals can be spayed 
and neuturcd. This Is the answer. 


"There aro Just too many animals 


being born — more than there ore homes 
for them. During kitten season some 
shelters get as many as 200 cats a day. 
Most of them are destroyed. It's due to 
the irresponsibility of humans." 


Many Fund members toko in animals 


as Sandy does. A brochure from the or- 
ganization gives guidelines on how to 
catch, care for and place strays. One 
paragraph in the leaflet brings a smile to 
Sandy's face: "Finding a home: Give it 
to a friend (you'll run out of those fast 
enough); keep It, and that will be the 
beginning of a menagerie and the end of 
a marriage." 


"THERE REALLY Isn't a man in his 


right mind who would tolerate this non- 
sense," she said referring to the animals 
sho calls her own. "But my husband is 
an angel. Tho furniture has been recov- 
ered four times, tho carpet has been re- 
placed three times, we've turned one 
room of the bouse into a nursery for ex- 
pectant mothers add he puts up with It 
Yesterday I hit him with the fact that six 
new strays were coming in and he said 
fine. 


"Ho puts up with tho blU - the vet's 


bill was $440 this month — and ho rarely 
comes down on me unless he feels it's 
becoming destructive to me." 


"And even the kids are good about It," 


sho added. "They complain and gripe, 
but every once In a while I threaten to 
clear all tho animals out and you should 
hear tho furor they put Up. My middle 
son, Marc, Is as bad as I am. He brings 
them home faster than I do." 


TWO OF HER newcomers just gave 


birth and Sandy is looking for homes for 
mothers and babies. She is contacting 
area pet stores seeking an outlet for her 
reproductive hamsters and gerbils. The 
phono rings and another unwanted pet Is 
on its way to the Horwitz home. 


"My biggest dream Is fo have acres of 


land filled with boms to hold all of the 
unwanted, unloved animals. I'd love to 
bo able to give all of them a good 
home," sho mused. "But for now, If I 
can save SO a year at least I'm doing 
something. And I'vo got to do some- 
thing."

The high cost of owning an auto

NEW YORK (UPI) - Question: What 


is tho most expensive thing and gives the 
least return for the money? 


Answer: The automobile. 
If you disagree, the man to argue with 


is Dr. Arnold Myslor, director of George- 
town University's Psychological Center 
in Washington, D.C. 


In an Interview Mysior described the 


auto as an isolation chamber that leads 
to the development of fragmented In- 
divlduab-almost like curdled milk. That 
is, in addition to being the "most expen- 
sive" thing giving the least return." 


By no means Is that the extent of the 


auto's sins. Tbe psychologist links the 
auto to Increases in crime — auto thefts 
and other types, the latter because of the 
ease with which the machine enables the 
thief to split from the scene of the crime. 


By choice the psychologist drives to 


work each day — 11 miles from home. 
He drives during off hours so as not to be 
stuck in traffic jams. 


"I have arrived at a position in life 


where that is one of my liberties (riding 
to work at the off hours)," he said. "If 
not that, then I would insist on moving 
within walking distance." 
• MYSIOR KNOWS his campaign 
•gainst th^'tttfornffHltt is an 


one — "considering about 300,000 work 
directly In the Industry and another mil- 
lion Indirectly." Curtailing it would mean 
a lot of people would be out of work. 


"Tho auto is a real Isolation box," My- 


slor said. "You lock yourself in and 
you're by yourself — so you don't have to 
mingle with the public. 


"If you didn't have the auto to the ex- 


tent you have It then you would have 
public transportation and It would be 
used enough to pay for Itself." 
. 


The psychologist also is concerned 


about what getting behind the wheel does 
to some people. Shy guys turn into war- 
riors. And that's not good. It's a change 
triggered by frustration. 


"Frustration does have something to 


do with at least increasing aggressive be- 
havior," be said. "People In traffic situ- 
ations are usually frustrated and that 
might have some tendency to Increase 
their aggressiveness. 


"Since there b not very much they con' 


do about the aggression, they're stuck. It 
increases internal stress. There may be 
somatic symptoms such as high blood 
pressure and ulcers. At least there's a 
tendency towards that" •• 


HONKING AND YELLING at Other 


motorists "»igM help relieve some ten- 
sion* But Myslor says you can't get away 


from the frustration altogether. 
. Tlie nice thing about doing these things 
within the privacy of your car is that you 
can do it with impugntty. You can call 
people all kinds of names, and you can 
do this without having anyone call you a 
name back. The psychologist said this 
probably Is how some people manage to 
survive. 


Some experienced drivers going over 


(he same route every working day to fac- 
tory or store or office become what are 
known as automatic drivers. 


The psychologist said they probably 


are the least put out by the commute. 
Like a good violinist who fingers auto- 
matlcally, the driver brakes 
automatically, picks up speed or slows 
down — all by reflex action. And because 
he does, there is time to think behind the 
wheel.

. Such a driver according to Myslor, 
uses driving time in the morning to or- 
ganize his thoflghts and bis day* In ths> 
evening houses it to become relaxed. 


RADIO SEEMS TO help take your 


mind off the frustration, too. If that's the 
case you con use the commuting time as 
a music hour. Then you won't worry 
about traffic. 
• - 


Now carpools, psychologically speak- 


ing, probably are better than lonesome 
cars. Mysior said they make for sodabU- 


ity. "I've been in carpools off and on for 
several years and thought it was rather 
a good experience. Simply from an ecolo- 
gical point of view it Is sinful not to be 
part of a corpool." 


Myslor also talked about people who 


commute by bus or train. "Good public 
transportation is good for people" he 
said. "But public transportation today Is 
inefficient It gets bogged down in traffic 
and It's too slow. 


"If you'd simply make a conversion 


and have at least half of the people trav- 
el by bus, you'd have more buses, but 
nothing to compare with the amount of 
automobile space that you'd save. 


"We'll have to make this conversion 


sometime anyway and it's only short- 
sightedness that allows it to become 
more expensive by procrastinating 
about it"

MYSIOR DID NOT touch on the auto 


as a bedroom on wheels and its contribu- 
tion in that role to the sexual revolution 
among teenagers and a resultant stam- 
pede of venereal disease. • *•

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League to discuss land use,

It's a traumatic experience to come 


home from work and discover your elec- 
tricity has been turned off. It would be 
more than traumatic If there happened 
to be an invalid in the residence depend- 
ent upon some electrically operated life- 
lustalnlng machine. 
. By ruling of the Illinois Commerce 
.Commission, any interruption of elec- 
trical service without prior notification is 
Illegal. Yet It happens, and apparently 
.not Infrequently. 
.* Case In point: Electricity was dis- 


continued without warning recently In 
this reporter's apartment. When I pro- 
tested that no notification had been giv- 
en, both the night supervisor and the ser- 
vice representative I spoke with in the 
suburban office of Commonwealth Edi- 
son Insisted that the company "Is under 
no obligation to notify you." 


However, regional supervisor Don Tur- 


ikey confirmed that notification is indeed 
a requirement and a routine procedure. 
•letter Is supposed to be tent to the resi- 
dent, Tunkey sakt, informing him of the 
problem and stating that If the situation 
la not corrected, his service will be dis- 
continued.

Was this an isolated incident? 
"Definitely not," according to the 


chairman of the Independent Voters of 
Illinois Consumer Affairs Commission, 
Ellis Levin. 


Levin said the IVI has received many 


complaints along these lines. In other In- 
stances, he said, service has been cut 
off when residents refused to pay a sec- 
ond security deposit after moving; only 
one deposit is required, regardless of 
how many times you move within Com 
Ed's area. 


"I think there is a serious legal ques- 


tion here," Levin sold, adding that 
"there is little the consumer can do. He 
frequently has a legitimate problem but 
no leverage." 


LEVIN REFERRED to a recent report 


by Ralph Nader, exploring the relation- 
ships between utility companies, con- 
sumers, and regulatory commissions, in 
which the consumer advocate called for 
legal recourse for'consumers in dealing 
with utility problems. 


Although the ICC has issued regu- 


lations such as the one requiring notifica- 
tion, "the electric company doesn't fol- 
low through on these procedures," Levin 
said, and "the ICC doesn't actively go 
out and enforce (the regulations) when 
they receive consumer complaints." 


He charged that the ICC Is "pro-utility 


company" and added that "this situation 
is now being looked at" by consumer or- 
ganizations. 


Describing other consumer problems 


with Com Ed, Levin sold "people also 
don't realize that they arc paying 17 
cents a month for light bulb service." 


"The company doesn't tell you about 


It, they just automatically charge you," 
he said, pointing out that consumers are 
supposed to have the option of deciding 
whether they want this, and If they are 
paying for It. should be informed as to 
the benefits of the service and how to use 
It.

Through work at various hospitals, 


Hajne has been a pioneer In utilizing con- 
venience foods. There U no reason to 
sacrifice elegance with modern con- 
venience foods, according to Hajne. The 
primary concern involves selecting quali- 
ty products. 


Hajne has been In the food business for 


almost 30 years now. A native of Poland, 
he entered chefs training at the Cull- 
Mire Art school, The Hague, Nether- 
lands, In 1W8. 


AFTER COMPLETING training and 


serving an apprenticeship In hotels and 
restaurants In the Netherlands, Hajne 


• 
cooked for Queen Juliana at Soestdijk 
Palace in Amsterdam on several occa- 
sions. 


He also was "chef de parlie" garde 


manager on the liner New Amsterdam 
sailing from the port of Rotterdam to 
New York. 


Since his arrival In the United States 


Hajne has served as butcher, banquet 
chef and first cook at the Hotel Sherman 
in Chicago. He got into hospital food ser- 
vice In 19S3 when he became head chef 
at Passavant Memorial Hospital in Chi- 
cago. 


The most recent highlight of his career 


was preparing the inaugural luncheon for 
Gov. Dan Walker. 


Several months ago the Inaugural com- 


mittee asked Hajne to prepare a buffet 
menu and submit the approximate cost, 
Then the committee asked him to pre- 
pare a sample buffet for them, and this 
was approved for the governor's in- 
auguration. 


Once again, by using convenience

sauce, glazed carrots, Chaud' Frold, 
minted Indian "peaches, glazed straw- 
berries and spun sugar shoes were just a 
few of the fourmet offerings at the lunch- 
eon. 


Arriving in Springfield the weekend be- 


fore the Inauguration, Hammel and 


Hajne encountered a few complications. 
The kitchen in the Governor's Mansion 
was not available until Monday morning, 
the day of the luncheon. 


Undaunted, the pair set up a tempora- 


ry kitchen in a state office building and 
at 6 a m. Sunday began preparation for 
the meal to be served next day. 


"We were expecting to do all the prep- 


aration at the mansion and were a little 
apprehensive about transporting the food 
10 blocks," Hajne recalled. 


Fortunately with the aid of National 


Guardsmen the bulk of the food was re- 
moved without Incident to the mansion 
for final assembly. The two chefs waited 
anxiously, but It all arrived Intact, Hajne 
said 


WITH THE FHIST round completed, 


Hammefand Hajne began the final prep- 
arations. 


"The critical stage was transforming 


semi-prepared food into elegant dis- 
plays," said Hajne. According to his as- 
sistant this creative presentation of food 
is one reason why Hajne is considered an 
outstanding chef. 


All the Inaugural luncheon food was 


displayed on a 155-year-old buffet table 
55 feet long and 12 feet wide. The origi- 
nal patina of the wood and silver trays 
provided an elegant background for the 
lavish food displays. 


Compliments from the Walkers and 


various other guests verify the success of 
Hajne's efforts

Height! didn't hesitate a minute In chooj- 
Ing her favorite recipe — Scalloped Po- 
tatoes and Ham. She calls It the "all 
time-old-time favorite over 20 years of 
marriage." 


Whenever she has baked ham, this dish 


Is * "must" to make with leftovers; 
being easy to put together, yet ever so 
tasty. 


Charlotte Heitbrink simply assembles 


thinly-sliced raw potatoes, a sprinkling of 
flour, flaked or cubed ham and season- 
Ings In a casserole. Milk is poured over 
ill, and the dish Is baked until the po- 


tatoes are tender. It's a hearty dish, 
Ideal for the cold weather months. 


As an accompaniment, Charlotte sug- 


gests a salad made from three beans — 
green, waxed and kidney. The beans are 
combined with celery and onion tings In 
o sweet-sour marinade. This must be 
made at least a day ahead for the vege- 
tables to absorb the sweet-sour flavor. 
Drained and served on lettuce leaves, the 
bean salad Is garnished with bacon bits. 
It has lots of tang that complements the 
flavor of the ham. 


To top off the meal, Charlotte recom- 


mends an apple strcuscl dessert "It's a 
German-style dessert," she said, "con- 
sisting of sliced apples baked with a

SCALLOPED POTATOES AND HAM 


3 cups thinly-sliced 


raw potatoes 
Flout 


IVj cups flaked or cubed ham 


Salt and pepper 


2 to 2V4 cups hot milk 
Place a layer of potatoes In the bottom 


of a buttered, m-quart casserole. Season 
with salt and pepper and sprinkle with 
one teaspoon flour. Arrange some of the 
ham on top. Repeat layers until all is 
used up. 


Heat In oven, uncovered, for 15 min- 


utes at 325 degrees. Then pour over the 
top 2 to 2 ft cups milk to just cover all. 
Cover and bake an additional hour or un- 
til potatoes are tender, removing cover 
the lost half-hour. Serves 6.

Extension poultry specialist, cites sev- 
eral reasons for tho sudden rise In price. 


For almost two years, poultrymcn had 


been losing money in the production of 
eggs. As a result, many cut down on tho 
number of layers purchased and kept for 
production, according to Johnson. 


Although egg production since May 


1972 has been below that of tho previous 
year, egg prices did not increase sub- 
stantially until November 1972. Johnson 
explains that prices remained relatively 
constant while 
eggs In storage were 


being used. However, stored egg supplies 
have been greatly reduced. 


Johnson notes that per capita demand 


for shell eggs has dropped sharply since 
World War II. Back then, each American 
ate about 385 eggs per year compared 
with about 322 today. Reasons for the de- 
cline have been attributed mainly to the 
shift away from eating large breakfasts 
and to adverse publicity Unking choles- 
terol (which egg yolks contain) to heart 
disease. 


In spite of the decline in consumption 


of eggs, butter and fat meats, cardio- 
vascular disease has actually Increased 
noted Johnson. This fact may suggest 
that other risk factors are playing on in- 
creasingly Important role in the in- 
cidence of heart problems. 


Johnson points out that there is consid- 


erable variation In individual ability to 
handle cholesterol. Most people appear 
to be able to regulate the production of 
cholesterol in the body according to 
dietary changes. For those who cannot, 
special precautions need to be taken. But 
a radical dietary change for the entire 
population docs not seem desirable nor 
warranted. 


Johnson emphasizes that eggs are still 


a good buy when compared with other 
high-protein foods, meat and fish. Large 
eggs that sell for 75 cents r '"'on cost 
only about SO cents a pound

Ask Harper College students what they 


think of the Vietnam peace agreement, 
their Job or their clcsscs and most will 
talk your ear off. 


But ask them about local politics and 


the April elections, and you will probably 
draw a blank. 


"Aprilelections?" "Who's running?" 
Of 28 Northwest suburban student! 


questioned about spring elections In their 
home towns, only five knew there were 
elections. None could name a candidate. 


About half the studcnU said they 


planned to vote in the elections because 
the people elected would affect their 
lives In some way. But some of these 
newly-enfranchised voters simply don't 
care. 


"I don't know and I don't care. Those 


elections don't affect me," said a Pala- 
tine student, typifying the attitude of 
about half of those questioned. 


"I just moved here a few months ago. 


I couldn't vote anyway, I don't think. 
What's the residency requirement?" said 


a student from Schaumburg. 


A FEW STUDENTS had the attitude 


that all politicians are crooks, so it didn't 
matter who got Into local offices because 
one politician is just as bad as the next 


"Before I vote in a local election, there 


are going to have to be some indepen- 
dent people running — people who will 
let the people know they are honest," 
said an Arlington Heights student. 


One student said he didn't care about 


elections at the local level, then asked it 
any Harper board members were up for 


election. 


"I'd like to learn about the candidates 


for our board of trustees and what they 
have to say. Maybe we could get a few 
things changed around here," said a 
sophomore who declined to specify.ex- 
actly what changes he'd like to see. 


Ross VanWlegand, a sophomore from 


. Mount Prospect, says he didn't know 
about the April election, but plans to find 
out who's running and what they stand 
for. 


"I rent an apartment In Mount Pros- 


pect, and I know that my rent is affected 
by the amount of taxes taat the people 
who own my building have to pay," he 
said. "So elections like the village board 
election affect both my rent and the ser- 
vices I receive from the village." 


DEBBIE MILLER of Hoffman Estates 


says the elections are probably Impor- 
tant but Isn't sure If she will vote. 
' "If anyone ran who promised to merge 
Hoffman Estates . and Schaumburg if 
they got elected, I'd be sure to vote for 
them," she said. "It's terrible the way 


the two town's boundaries weave In and 
out of each other." 


Some students were quick to say they 


didn't know about local elections and 
didn't particularly care, but many 
wouldn't answer when asked If It was OK 
to just forget elections and voting and 
have someone appoint village board, 
school boards, park boards and library 
boards.

Village withholds rezoning request 


A rezoning request by Gregg Builders 


will not be approved by the Buffalo 
Grove Village Board until the Oak Creek 
Apartments developer resolves a dispute 
with the park district over a $25,000 debt. 


The trustees agreed Monday to defer 


action on a request to allow recreation 
facilities next to the apartment complex 
because of a plea from Park Board Prcs. 
William Kiddle. 


Kiddle said Al Frank of Gregg Builders 


pledged the $25,000 as part of a 1971 
agreement with the village for the con- 
struction of the apartments west of the 
Ranch Mart Shopping Center. The funds 
were Intended for development of the 
park adjacent to Joyce Kilmer School. 


At the time the agreement between 


Gregg and the village was negotiated, 
no escrow account was set up for the 
funds. It was also left to the park district 
to collect the money, even though the 
district Is actually the third party benefi- 
ciary to the agreement. 


SO FAR. Gregg has paid only $5,000 of 


(no debt. However, a representative of 
Gregg, Ken Rodeck, sold Monday there 
Is "no question about our obligation." 


Rodeck requested proof of work done 


at the Kilmer site before asking his com- 
pany to pay the debt In full. 


Kiddle sold that to date the park dis- 


trict has disbursed nearly $36,000, or 22 
per cent of the total cost of the project. 


"All we'd like to see Is what's been 


done at Kilmer and what's planned," Rc- 
dcck said. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong di- 


rected Village Atty. Richard Raysa to 
verify that the dispute had been worked 
out before the board acts on the zoning 
request. 


Commenting on the long-standing situ- 


ation, trustee Jim Shirley said, "It seems 
to me there has been a little failure on 
both sides. The park district should pro- 
vide Gregg with the proof of payment 
and, of course, then they should take 
care of It." 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, the board ap- 


proved the final plans for the first phase 
of The Crossings devclpment planned by 
the James Otis Development Co. of 
Northbrook. 


The approval was granted subject to

Wolf criticizes slow 
progress on city plan

Davkl Wolf launched his mayoral cam- 


paign yesterday by criticizing "eight 
long yean of effort" to adopt a com- 
prehensive city plan and zoning ordl- • 
nonce here "with no result." 


Wolf, 42, a fire department captain on 


leave of absence, charged that $90,000 
was spent preparing the unadopted plan 
and claimed "there is apparent lack of 
truat and cooperation between the (city) 
council and the executive office of may- 
or." 


Wolf became an official candidate yes- 


terday by filing 663 signatures on nomi- 
nating petitions with City Cleric Eleanor 
Rohrbach. 


Four-term Mayor Herbert Bchrcl, 67, 


filed for reelection twtfwcoks ago. 


IN HIS OPENING blast at Bchrd's ad- 


ministration, Wolf traced the problem- 
plagued history of the comprehensive 
plan. At a press conference In his 674 
Laurel Avc. home, Wolf said the city 
contracted for the plan In March 1965. A 
year later, Des Plalnes requested federal 
housing act funding of the project. 


In April, 1971, the federal project dead- 


lino arid nearly six years since Its start, 
the DCS Plalnes comprehensive plan was 
completed by Rolf Campbell & Associ- 
ates. 


"It Is not apparent what happened In 


the following months to further delay this 
project, but on April 3, 1972, one year 
later, the plan was referred to the coun- 
cil municipal development committee for

Ton yean ago I had a SIS food budget. 


I fed three people and a cat on that SIS 
as well as bought cigarettes and set 
aside S1.SO (or the laundry. 


And we ate. Steak was a rarity on our 


table to be sure, but we had meat every 
night, fresh fruit most of the time. Juice, 
vegetables, starches, eggs, cheese and 
even desserts. 


Once the good food had been purchased 


(and If there was any money left over) 
we splurged on potato chips, dips, soft 
drinks and other luxuries. Every now 
and then a six-pack of beer found Its way 
Into our refrigerator; hard liquor only 
made Its way through the door if some- 
one else (who wanted a drink) brought 


Now I'm up to about 125-30 a week. 


When I looked through the grocery bags 
last Friday t realized we aren't eating 
much better than we did 10 years ago. 


TirEttE ARE SOME changes. Some of 


the luxury Items are now staples In our 
household. But steak Is still a rarity, 
roasts are only for very special occa- 
sions, pork chops are served less 
frequently and some fruits and vege- 
tables (especially fresh vegetables) ore 
out of the question. 


I've found myself walking down the 


aisles of the grocery store saying nostal- 
glc things like. "I remember when I 
could get a pound of bacon for 69 cents." 
I Join with other shoppers at the produce 
department, take one look at the price of 
cauliflower and walk the other way. 


Saturday mornings arc really becom- 


ing depressing. About the only high point 
of going tojhe food store anymore Is get- 
ting the deposit back for empty pop bot- 
tles and cashing In the 7-ccnts-off cou- 
pons on cereal. 


I decided to find out - statistically — 


just how hard Inflation has hit my food 
budget. Yesterday morning I sat In the 
Herald library with the microfilm ma- 
chine going through food ads 
from 


January and February of 1963. 


IT WAS IIKALI.Y a revelation. It's no 


wonder we're not eating much better 
than 10 years ago. My food budget has 
Increased about 66 per cent but the foods 
we cat the most have Increased, 73, 102, 
123 on up to 223 per cent. 


My math Is poor but fairly accurate. 


Take a look at some of these Increases, 
bury your head In a bunch of grapes and 
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weep: 


Ground beef was on sale for 49 cents a 


pound Feb.' 7, 1063. Lost week one food 
chain had a super special sale on ground 
beef (that's the 75 per cent lean variety) 
for 69 cents a pound. The regular price 
runs around 85 cents a pound — a 73 per 
cent Increase. 


POT ROAST WAS on sale last week for 


69 cents a pound. I took a look yesterday 
at the meat case In a large chain store 
and the price tag read S1.19 a pound. 
That's the same type blade cut pot roast 
that went for 59 cents a pound 10 years 
ago. That SI. 19 price is a 102 per cent 
Increase. 


My favorite brand of bacon sold for 59 


cents back in '63. Now it goes on sale for 
SI.19 a pound (a $123 per cent Increase) 
and normally sells for $1.33. 


The bologna I've been buying the'past 


decade has Increased 90 per cent In price 
— from 55 cents for a 13-ouncc package 
to 63 cents for an 8-ouncc package. And 
that took some fancy arithmetic to figure 
out. 


PRODUCE has fluctuated like a sec- 


saw. It's an -adventure to go into that 
department and see which fruit has just 
gone up 20 cents a pound or which vege- 
table suddenly became dirt cheap. The 
following price changes, therefore, aren't 
stable but they arc Interesting: Grape- 
fruit was 6 cents apiece and arc now 
about 15 cents a piece; lettuce was 15 
cents a head and now is about 39 cents a 
head; cauliflower is up about 33 per cent 
from 39 cents apiece to 69 cents apiece; 
red delicious apples arc up 225 per cent 
from 12 cents a pound to 39 cents a 
pound. 


Milk Is up 54 per cent plus from 68 


cents a gallon to around $1.05 a gallon. A 
two-pound can of a top brand coffee used 
to cost S1.09 or about 55 cents a pound; 
today that same brand Is 80 cents a 
pound or three pounds for $2.65. 


It goes on and on. Almost every meat 


has skyrocketed — sirloin steak Is up 5G 
per cent, boneless pot roost costs 20 per 
cent more; pork chops run about 56 per 
cent higher; smoked butt Is up marc 
than 100 per cent. 


About the best buys seem to be chick- 


en, vegetable oil, soup, salt, cat food 
and baby food. Trying explaining that to 
your family. Or for a laugh — try 
serving It.

The attempted rape occurred at about 


noon Thursday, police said yesterday. 
The woman's attacker, described as 25 to 
35 years old and wearing a dark jacket 
and dark trousen threatened the woman 
with a gun and pushed his way Into the 
house. He shoved the woman Into the liv- 
ing room and tried to rape her.

AN OFFICIAL RECORD of birth from

Children 
entering school for the first time must 
also have a physical examination, and 
Immunizations against measles, rubella, 
tetanus, diphtheria, polio and pertussis. 


School officials also urge that a dental 


examination be part of the child's pre- 
school preparation. 


Following the receipt of the enrollment 


Information, parents will receive a mall- 
Ing from their child's school. Included In 
the packet of Information will be a kin- 
dergarten handbook, a physical exam- 
ination form, and a dental examination 
form. 


Final registration materials will bo 


mailed In August. At that time parents 
will also bo informed of the date and 
time of the appointment with their 
child's kindergarten teacher to complete 
registration.

Rolling Meadows helped some 30 Elk 
Grove Village families lost year, a 
spokesman for the center said In making 
a pica Tuesday to village trustees for 
funds to support the organization. 


Elk Grove Village is being asked to do- 


nate 11,230.00 based on the nufbcr of vil- 
lage residents who the center contends 
utilized their services In the past year. 
The center Is seeking a total of $32,000 in 
contributions from 14 area municipalities 
to support Its services In Operation Nu- 
trition, emergency food, adult education, 
legal assistance and family planning. 


At a recent village board meeting 


trustees expressed doubts that village 
residents wcro benefiting from the oppor- 
tunlty center's programs. 


On Tuesday, Bruce Newton, the cen- 


ter's director, and Jane Brotcn, Village 
Pros. Charles Zettck's representative on 
the center's governing board, presented 
data to substantiate their claim that the 
opportunity center was helping village 
residents. 


NEWTON ADDED that the center was 


serving an Increasing number of senior 
citizens and people who normally have 
enough money but have come upon hard 
limes possibly because of loss of a Job or 


largo medical bills. 


Zcttck told the representative that the 


village board would be hard-pressed to 
support the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter If It was serving only people outside 
the village. He asked if the center had 
ever approached the townships for funds 
since townships are Involved in welfare 
services. 


Newton said in the past the center has 


been working in cooperation with the 
townships to make referrals .to their wel- 
fare services when a person was eligible 
for township aid. 


"The kind of help we give meets emer- 


gency situations during bad times," Mrs. 
Brotcn said. "Wo don't have families 
that continually need help from us, Those 
families are referred to other pro-' 
grams."

Village votes 4-3 against state lottery 


Endorsement of a statewide lottery to 


support municipal and state governments 
was turned down Tuesday by the Elk 
Grove Village Board of Trustees with a 
4-3 vote. 


"Governments arc always searching 


for money, and this Is one place they 
could find It," Trustee Robert Durnlng 
said In proposing support of a legalized 
lottery. 


Trustee Ted Staddler seconded Due- 


nlng's motion to send a letter supporting 
the lottery to officials In Springfield. 
Duralng, Staddler and Nancl Vandcrwecl 
voted for endorsement, while Village 
Pres. Charles Zctlek and trustees Ron 
Chcrnlck, Ed Kcnna and George Specs 


voted against It. 


Breaking a 3-3 tie of the trustees, Zct- 


tck voted no saying, "My nay vote Is 
predicated on tho fact that a decision of 
this sort should not be made In 35 min- 
utes. I feel It would be an Injustice to 
decide when we don't know how It will be 
administered or set up." 


THE ISSUE WAS sent to the trustees' 


judiciary, planning and zoning com- 
mittee for futhcr study. 


In explaining his position Durnlng said, 


"Values have changed, and as long as 
we con produce income from that source 
(lottery), I see nothing wrong with It." 


"I don't see any end to this constant

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Local elections aren 9t turning the students on now

Ask Harper College students what they 


think of the Vietnam peace agreement, 
their job or their classes and most will 
talk your ear oft. 


But ask them about local politics and 


the April elections, and you will probably 
draw a blank. 


"April elections?" "Who's running?" 
Of 28 Northwest suburban students 


questioned about spring elections In their 
home towns, only five knew there wcro 
elections. None could name a candidate. 


About half the students said they 


planned to vote In the elections because 


the people elected would affect their 
lives In some way. But some of these 
newly-enfranchised voters simply don't 
care. 


"I don't know and I don't care. Those 


elections don't affect me," said a Pala- 
tine student, typifying the attitude of 
about half of those questioned. 


"I just moved here a few months ago. 


I couldn't vote anyway, I don't think. 
What's the residency requirement?" said 
a student from Schaumburg. 


A FEW STUDENTS had the attitude 


that all politicians are crooks, so it didn't 
matter who got into local offices because 
one politician Is just as bad as the next. 


"Before I vote In a local election, there 


are going to have to be some indepen- 
dent people running — people who will 
let the people know they are honest," 
said an Arlington Heights student. 


One student said he didn't care about 


elections at the local level, then asked it 
any Harper board members were up for 
election. 


"I'd like to learn about the candidates 


for our board of trustees and what they 
have to say. Maybe we could get a few 
things changed around here," said a 
sophomore who declined to specify ex- 
actly what changes he'd like to see. 


Ross VanWiegand, a sophomore from 


Mount Prospect, says he didn't know 
about the April election, but plans to find 
out who's running and what they stand 
for. 
• 


"I rent an apartment in Mount Pros- 


pect, and I know that my rent Is affected 
by the amount of taxes that the people 
who own my building have to pay," he 
said. "So elections like the village board 
election affect both my rent and the ser- 
vices I receive from the village." 


DEBBIE MILLER of Hoffman Estates' 


says the elections are probably impor- 
tant but isn't sure if she will vote. 
. "If anyone ran who promised to merge 
Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg if 


they got elected, I'd be sure to vote for 
them," she said. "It's terrible the way 
the two town's boundaries weave in and 
out of each other." , 


Some students were quick to say they 


didn't know about local elections and 
didn't particularly care, but many 
wouldn't answer when asked If it was OK 
to just forget elections and voting and 
have someone appoint village board, 
school boards, park boards and library 
boards. 


"Well, I guess It makes a difference to 


some people. My parents vote," said a 
Park nidge student. 


Keeps tax rate low 
Race track a super bonus 
to Salt Creek Park District

When the Arlington Park Race Track 


receives Its I97J tax bill from Cook Coun- 
ty In May, it will find that about $33,000 
of the taxes It pays will bo going to the 
Salt Creek Park District. 


That figure will represent almost half 


of the anticipated 170,000 working budget 
for the park district In 1973-74. 


Chances are, however, (ho track won't 


>" - nlnd the payment a bit because In any 


other district It would be required to pay 
as much ah twice that figure. 


As part of the Salt Creek Park Dis- 


trict, the track Is assessed under one of 
tho lowest park district tax rates In the 
Northwest suburbs. For Arlington Park, 
being part of tho Salt Creek district, has 
proven to be a financially comfortable 
position. 


The track regularly shows its apprecia- 


tion for this by making available to the 
district Its swimming pool and meeting 
room facilities. Without those facilities, 
Salt Creek would bo little more than a 
"playground" park district. 


"They (the track) make us stand as a 


full-flcdMed park district," admits Salt 
Creek Director Jim DoVos. "Without 
them, wo could not have special events, 
tho swim program and a number of oth- 
er programs." 


THE MUTUAL admiration society 


which exists between tho district and tho 
track is an enviable one In tho eyes of 
other park districts In the area. And It Is 
no secret that tho Palatine, Arlington 
Heights, and Rolling Meadows park dis- 
tricts would shed few tears if the Salt 
Creek district were to dissolve. 


In fact, there was a-time when tho 


park districts had even mapped out a 
way to divide the remains of Salt Creek 
If and when the district wcro to die for 
lack of residential support. 


While that talk has subsided In recent 


years, local pork officials concede a 
longing remains for the valuable assets 
Salt Creek owns. 


Thorn Thornton, director of parks and 


recreation for the Arlington Heights 
Park District, said If Salt Creek were to 
disband, his district would stand to gain 
"a nice big chunk of assessed valuation," 
especially If the race track were to re- 
vert to his district's control. 


According to Thornton, an attempt was 


made In 1969 to do just that when the 
track annexed to the village. Tho park 
. district asked the village to negotiate to 
have the track dlsannex from Salt Creek 
and annex to the Arlington Heights Park 
District, but the move never materia- 
lized. 


THE CHANCES that tho transfer 


would ever take place now are slim, 
Thornton admits. 


"Wo cannot get any port of the Salt 


Creek Park District without their cooper- 
ation and approval," he said. 


Palatine Park District Board Prcs. 


Paul Jensen sees another way In which 
dissolution of Salt Creek would benefit 
his district. According to Jensen, the bas- 
ic Palatine problem with Salt Creek is 
that a portion of the village, Arlington 
Crest, Is not part of the Palatine Park 
District. This creates confusion among 
residents In that area who move In think- 
ing they are In tho park district. 


"Arlington Crest was annexed when 


communications between the village and 
tho park district were not as good as It Is 
now," Jensen said. Until this year, he 
said, Salt Creek did not provide services 
for this area of the village, which added 
to the overlapping problem. 


"If I hid my druthers, everything In 


the village would be In the Palatine Park 
District. I would personally like to see 
Salt Creek divided up," Jensen said. He 
acknowledged, however, that this step 
becomes Increasingly difficult as Salt 
Creek takes on financial obligations such 
as tax warrants and bonds, and as Its 
programming expands. 


Tho Palatine district Is not about to 


take any Initiative to dissolve Salt Creek, 
Jensen adds, since that move would have 
to come from residents of the district. 


FOK THE ROLLING Meadows Park 


District, there would be a special advan- 
tage In the death of Salt Creek. If tho 
district were to fold, It would mean an 
end to a legal battle between the two 
park districts over taxing control of .a 
6.5-acre Industrial park in Rolling Mead- 
ows, according to Steve Person, superin- 
tendent of parks and recreation for Roll- 
Ing Meadows. 
, Tho suit, brought against the city park 
district by Salt Creek, charges the indus- 
trial park was Illegally annexed by the 
city district In 1959. 


If taxing control of tho area Is awarded 


to Salt Creek, It would mean the loss of 
almost nine per cent of the city district's 
yearly revenue. 


Person said the city has spent to date 


almost $6,000 to fight the suit. If Salt 
Creek didn't exist, however, the suit 
would cease to exist as well, he said. 


DeVos doesn't pretend he is not aware 


of the park directors' sentiments. 


"I think they would like to see us go," 


he said. "I don't think they would like to 
work with us. If, for example, I would go 
to one of them to ask to share a facility, 
they would think I'm begging. 


"YOU KNOW what they would think. 


They'd say 'we've got them, they can't 
handle it,'" DeVos said. "But I think fi- 
nancially we'll never run into problems 
because we have all the facilities without 
the upkeep and the costs of staffing." 


That the track acts as a "silent support- 


er" of the district to Insure the mainte- 
nance of Its low tax rate is something 
DeVos readily denies. 


"I've never had anyone come to me 


• from the track saying they don't want to 
be In the Arlington Heights, Rolling 
Meadows or Palatine park districts," ho 
said. "Tho only thing we ever point out 
to the track Is that by staying with us, 
they're getting services at the lowest tax 
rate around."

Low-Income housing developments In 
Palatine Township may be stalled by a 
recent federal moratorium OR rent sub- 
sidies. 


Under the Housing and Urban Devel- 


opment program, the federal government 
subsidizes rents for low-Income families 
earning less than $5,500. Other apart- 
ments In the complex would be rented to 
moderate-Income families, and a few 
would be for middle-Income residents at 
the normal rent 


.Applications for grants that were ap- 
proved before the Jan. S cutoff date will 
still be valid, but subsequent requests 
will have to wait until the moratorium Is 
lifted. Subsidies for rent and mortgage 
interest were directly affected by Presi- 
dent Nixon's order. 


A $3,656,000 mortgage interest subsidy 


has already been granted for a devel- 


opment along Rand Road In northern 
Palatine Township. 


CALLED RAND GROVE Village, the 


12-acre project will cost approximately 
$4 million. Earlier this week, Atty. 
Thomas A. Volinl began preliminary 
steps to get further subsidies for the de- 
velopment being sponsored by the Metro- 
politan Housing Development Corpo- 
ration In Chicago. 


The request can not be approved by 


HUD until the housing moratorium is lift- 
ed. And no date for ending It has been 
set. In the meantime, construction has 
started on the project near Long Grove 
on Rand. 
• • 


If the rent subsidy Is eventually ap- 


proved, people earning less than $5,500 
would pay 25 per cent of their Income for 
rent, and the rest of the rent would be 
paid by the federal government under 
Section 101 HUD funding. 


A total of 212 units will be built In two 


buildings as the Rand Grove Village. 
Forty-four one-bedroom units will rent 
for $143.94 monthly; $173,35 will be the 
rent for 98 two-bedroom apartments; • 
$198 will be the rent for 50 three-bedroom 
units, and 20 four-bedroom units will rent 
for $220.39. 


HUD standards for the mortgage Inter- 


est and rental grants require that 70 per 
cent of the apartments be rented to mod- 
erate income families with earnings be- 
tween $5,500 and $8,100. Twenty per cent 
of the units are for low-income occu- 
pants, and ten per cent are for middle- 
income renters. 


ANOTHER PROPOSED project, Coun- 


try Village, I, to include housing for the 
elderly In another part of the township, 
has not received the necessary rczoning 
from the Cook County Board of Commis- 
sioners. Until the rezoning Is acquired, 


no application for federal subsidies will 
be made, according to Joseph Ash, attor- 
ney for the project. 


"We haven't studied how the morato- 


rium affects funding for low-income el- 
derly housing yet," Ash said. If the coun- 
ty commissioners give the go-ahead for 
the project, applications for federal fund- 
Ing will be made Immediately. 


Only a portion of the 40-acre,project is 


aimed for senior citizen. housing. The 
southwest corner of the property at 
Quentln Road and Poplar Street would 
be built with four six-story apartments 
(or low-Income elderly housing.

Under a new petition filed with village 


officials recently, Lonze requested that 
his property be rczoncd for eight units 
per acre. A public hearing on the rczon- 
ing Is set for Feb. 10 at 8 p.m. by the 
village plan commission. 


D u r i n g earlier court proceedings, 


Lonze started with tentative plans for 10 
to 12 units per acre on the property. Vil- 
lage officials then said they could accept 
eight or nine units, but no more. 


LONZE'S PETITION to remove his 


property was an effort to obtain more 
liberal zoning from the county rather 
than comply with village zoning stan- 
dards, which generally allow only single- 
family homes on one acre or more. 


His property currently Is aimed for de- 


velopment at two to six units per acre, 
according to a new comprehensive plan 


just approved by village trustees last 
month. 


The multi-family rczoning asked by 


Lonze would allow three-story town- 
houscs and condominiums in a planned 
unit development.

Teacher aide program plans 
made by schools, Harper 


A teacher aide program designed to 


provide students with training and expe- 
rience to become teacher aides Is being 
Jointly planned by officials from Palo- 
tine-Rolling Meadows Dlst IS and Har- 
per College. 


The unique cooperative program, 


which Is still subject to approval by both 
the Dlst 15 and Harper boards, would 
prepare Harper College students to be- 
come certified teacher aides In any Illi- 
nois school district. 


The program would be one of many 


career programs Harper College offers 
that prepare students for Immediate en- 
trance Into a professional field. 


Under the proposed program, Dlst. 15 


would provide a varied classroom experi- 
ence, supervision of the teacher aide In 


the classroom, seminars on curriculum 
content, classroom management, the le- 
gal and professional rolo of the para- 
professional. 


The 15 to 20 students in tho program 


would spend 20 hours three days a week 
In Dist. 15. They will receive 18 hours a 
week of classroom experience and two 
hours of instruction. The students would 
receive 21 credit hours for the time spent 
in Dlst. 15 and would have to take nine 
additional credit hours on the Harper 
campus to meet the state's requirement 
of 30 hours.

An Instructor's salary for the services 


of the district would be paid by Harper 
College to Dist. 15. The actual salary has 
not been negotiated. 


and the school year would end on June 
14. Winter vacation would be from Dec. 
24 through Jan. 2 and spring vacation 
would be from April 12 through April 19.

Ask Harper College student! what they 


think of the Vietnam peace agreement, 
their job or their classes and most will 
talk your car off. 


But ask them about local politics and 


the April elections, and you will probably 
draw a blank. 


"April elections?" "Who's running?" 


Of 28 Northwest suburban students 


questioned about spring elections In their 
home towns, only five knew there were 
elections. None could name a candidate. 


About half the students said they 


planned to vote In the elections because 


the people elected would affect their 
lives In some way. But some of these 
newly-enfranchised voters simply don't 
core. 


"I don't know and I don't care. .Those 


elections don't affect me," said a Pala- 
tine student, typifying the attitude of 
about half of those questioned. 


"I just moved here a few months ago. 


I couldn't vote anyway, I don't think. 
What's the residency requirement?" sold 
a student from Schaumburg. 


A FEW STUDENTS had the attitude 


that all politicians arc crooks, so It didn't 
matter who got Into local offices because 
one politician Is just as bad as the next. 


"Before I vote In a local election, there 


arc going to have to be some Indepen- 
dent people running — people who will 
let the people know they are honest," 
said an Arlington Heights student 


One student said he didn't care about 


elections at the local level, then asked it 
any Harper board members were up for 
election. 


"I'd like to learn about the candidates 


for our board of trustees and what they 
have to say. Maybe we could get a few 
things changed around here," said a 
sophomore who declined to specify ex- 
actly what changes he'd like to see. 


Ross VanWlegand, a sophomore from 


Mount Prospect, says he didn't know 
about the April election, but plans to find 
out who's running and what they stand 
for. 


"I rent an apartment in Mount Pros- 


pect, and I know that my rent Is affected 
by the amount of taxes that the people 
who own my building have to pay," he 
said. "So elections like the village board 
election affect both my rent and the ser- 
vices I receive from the village." 


DEBBIE MILLER of Hoffman Estates 


says the elections are probably Impor- 
tant but Isn't sure if she will vote. 


"If anyone ran who promised to merge 


Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg if 


they got elected, I'd be sure to vote for 
them," she said. "It's terrible the way 
the two town's boundaries weave in and 
out of each other." 


Some students were quick to say they 


didn't know about local elections and 
didn't particularly 
care, but many

to just forget elections and voting and 
have someone appoint village board, 
school boards, park boards and library 
boards.

Keeps tax rale low 
Race track a super bonus 
to Salt Creek Park District

When the Arlington Park Race Track 


receives Its 1972 tax bill from Cook Coun- 
ty In May, It will find that about $33,000 
of tho taxes It pays will be going to the 
Salt Creek Park District. 


That figure will represent almost half 


of the anticipated $70,000 working budget 
for the park district In 1973-74. 


Chances arc, however, tho track won't 


mind tho payment a bit because In any 
other district It would be required to pay 
as much ah twice that figure. 


As part of tho Salt Creek Park Dis- 


trict, the track Is assessed under one of 
tho lowest park district tax rates In tho 
Northwest suburbs. For Arlington Park, 
being part of the Salt Creek district, has 
proven to be a financially comfortable 
position. 


The track regularly shows Its apprecia- 


tion for this by making available to the 
district Its swimming pool and meeting 
room facilities. Without those facilities, 
Salt Creek would be little more than a 
"playground" park district 


"They (the track) make us stand as a 


full-fledged park district." admits Salt 
Creek Director Jim DcVos. "Without 
them, we could not have special events, 
the swim program and a number of oth- 
er programs." 


THE MUTUAL admiration society 


which exists between tho district and tho 
track Is an enviable one In the eyes of 
other park districts In the area. And It Is 
no secret that the Palatine, Arlington 
Heights, and Rolling Meadows park dis- 
tricts would shed few tears If the Salt 
Creek district were to dissolve. 


In fact, there was a time when the 


park districts had even mapped out a 
way to divide the remains of Salt Creek 
If and when the district were to die for 
lack of residential support. 


While that talk has subsided In recent 


years, local park officials concede a 
longing remains for the valuable assets 
Salt Creek owns. 


Thorn Thornton, director of parks and 


recreation for the Arlington Heights 
Park District, said If Salt Creek were to 
disband, his district would stand to gain 
"a nice big chunk of assessed valuation," 
especially If the race track were to re- 
vert to his district's control. 


According to Thornton, an attempt was 


made In 1969 to do just that when the 
track annexed to the village. The park 
district asked tho village to negotiate to 
have the track dlsannex from Salt Creek 
p'-ii annex to the Arlington Heights Park 
District, but the move never materia- 
lized. 


THE CHANCES that the transfer 


would ever take place now ore slim, 
Thornton admits. 


"We cannot get any part of tho Salt 


Creek Park District without their cooper- 
ation and approval," he said. 


Palatine Park District Board Prcs. 


Paul Jensen sees another way In which 
dissolution of Salt Creek would benefit 
his district. According to Jensen, the bas- 
ic Palatine problem with Salt Creek Is 
that a portion of tho village, Arlington 
Crwt, Is not part of tho Palatine Park 
District. This creates confusion among 
residents In that area who move in think- 
ing they ore In the park district. 


"Arlington Crest was annexed when 


communications between the village and 
tho park district were not as good as It Is 
now," Jensen said. Until this year, he 
said, Salt Creek did not provide services 
for this area of the village, which added 
to the overlapping problem. 


"If I had my druthers, everything In 


the village would be In the Palatine Park 
District. I would personally like to see 
Salt Creek divided up," Jensen said. He 
acknowledged, however, that this step 
becomes Increasingly difficult as Salt 
Creek takes on financial obligations such 
as tax warrants and bonds, and as Its 
programming expands. 


The Palatine district Is not about to 


take any Initiative to dissolve Salt Creek, 
Jensen adds, since that move would have 
to come from residents of tho district. 


FOR THE ROLLING Meadows Park 


District, there would be a special advan- 
tage In the death of Salt Creek. If tho 
district were to fold, It would mean an 
end to a legal battle between the two 
park districts over taxing control of a 
6 5-ncrc Industrial park in Rolling Mead- 
ows, according to Steve Person, superin- 
tendent of parks and recreation for Roll- 
Ing Meadows. 


Tho suit, brought against the city park 


district by Salt Creek, charges the Indus- 
trial park was Illegally annexed by the 
city district In 1959. 


U taxing control of the area Is awarded 


to Salt Creek, It would mean the loss of 
almost nine per cent of the city district's 
yearly revenue. 


Person said the city has spent to date 


almost $6,000 to fight the suit. U Salt 
Creek didn't exist, however, the suit 
would cease to exist as well, he said. 


DeVos doesn't pretend he is not aware 


of the park directors' sentiments. 


"I think they would like to see us go," 


he said. "I don't think they would like to 
work with us. If, for example, I would go 
to one of them to ask to share a facility, 
they would think I'm begging. 


"YOU KNOW what they would think. 


They'd say 'we've got them, they can't 
handle it,'" DcVos said. "But I think fi- 
nancially we'll never run into problems 
because we have ail the facilities without 
the upkeep and the costs of staffing." 


That the track acts as a "silent support- 


er" of the district to Insure tho mainte- 
nance of its low tax rate is something 
DcVos readily denies. 


"I've never had anyone come to me 


from the track saying they don't want to 
be in the Arlington Heights, Rolling 
Meadows or Palatine park districts," ho 
said. "The only thing we ever point out 
to tho track Is that by staying with us, 
they're getting services at the lowest tax 
rate around." 


Although tho track benefits by paving

City building 
department 
asks 


A budget of about $86,000 is being re- 


quested for the Rolling Meadows Build- 
Ing Department, building officer Sverre 
Haug said yesterday. 


The request Is a marked increase from 


the department's current budget of 
$58,786 but Haug explained the sum in- 
cludes the expense of hiring another 
Inspector for the city. The inspector will 
be used to examine plumbing facilities in 
the city and on construction sites. 


The building and zoning committee's 


request for the new plumbing Inspector 
position was approved by the finance 
committee last month. 


The total $86,000 Is not likely to be 


granted, however, Haug said, since 
building commlttcemen have already 
planned cuts of from $7,000 to $8,000 in 
the request. 


THE BUDGET request was submitted 


by Haug for preliminary review to the 
building and zoning committee Monday. 
Additional review by that committee will 
be needed before the plan is ready for 
review by the finance committee, build- 
ing chairman Aid. Thomas Waldron 
(2nd) said. 


Waldron said Aid. Kenneth Retzke 


(5th), <vho Is a member of both the build- 
ing and zoning committee and the fi- 
nance committee, will discuss several 
questions on the proposed building de- 
partment budget with the finance com- 
mittee to assist In further building com- 
mittee review. 


The budget must be approved by the 


finance committee before It Is sent to the 
city council for final acceptance. 


,000 summer school deficit seen 


A deficit of nearly $23,000 Is antici- 


pated by Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 
15 officials this year to operate the 1973 
summer school program. 


The 1973 summer school budget and 


program were reviewed by the Dlst. IS 
education committee on Tuesday and 
will be presented to the board of educa- 
tion for approval at Its meeting on Feb. 
14. 


The anticipated deficit Is due mainly to 


an expected reduction In state aid. Un- 
less the state aid formula is changed, 
Dlst IS will receive $43,000 less than last 


year from the state to operate the sum- 
mer school program this year. The ex- 
pected reduction In state aid Is because 
the assessed valuation of the district has 
increased but there has been no corre- 
sponding increase in enrollment. This sit- 
uation results in the state expecting 
more local effort to support schools. 


EXPECTED INCOME for the 1973 


summer school program Is $73,639 In 
state aid, $15,000 In student fees and 
$1,200 in student tuition for a total of 
$89,839. This compares to an income of 
$131,991 last year. Expenses for staff, 


materials and supplies, social security 
and mileage for the 1973 program are 
budgeted at $129,585. This compares to 
expenses of $157,671 last year. 


Several changes have been proposed in 


the summer school budget in an attempt 
to reduce the deficit. Instead of 23 days, 
it is proposed the summer school pro- 
gram be operated three hours a day for 
20 days. This would stll! meet the min- 
imum requirement of 60 hours to qualify 
for state aid. 


No Increases In faculty wages are pro- 


posed and the staff budget Is expected to 


be slashed by $5,000. A reduction In the 
materials and supplies budget also Is 
planned. 


The 45-minute classes offered last year 


have been eliminated from this year's 
proposal which calls for all classes to be 
114 hours. This is expected to help re- 
duce staffing expenses. 


Registration is tentatively scheduled 


for April U and 12 and April 14. The 
budget is prepared on an anticipated en- 
rollment of 3,000 students but if this num-

Low-income housing developments in 


Palatine Township may be stalled by a 
recent federal moratorium on rent sub- 
sidies, 
t 


Under the Housing and Urban Devel- 


opment program, the federal government 
subsidizes rents for low-Income families 
earning less than $5,500. Other apart- 
ments In the complex would be rented to 
moderate-income families, and a few 
would be for middle-Income residents at 
the normal rent 


Applications for grants that were ap- 


proved before the Jon. 5 cutoff date will 
still be valid, but subsequent requests 
will have to wait until the moratorium Is 
lifted. Subsidies for rent and mortgage 
Interest were directly affected by Presi- 
dent Nixon's order. 


A $3,656,000 mortgage interest subsidy 


has already been granted for a devel- 


opment along Rand Road In northern 
Palatine Township. 


CALLED RAND GROVE Village, the 


12-acrc project will cost approximately 
$4 million. Earlier this week, Atty. 
Thomas A. Vollni began preliminary 
steps to get further subsidies for the de- 
velopment being sponsored by the Metro- 
politan Housing De-elopment Corpo- 
ration in Chicago. 


The request can not be approved by 


HUD until the housing moratorium is lift- 
ed. And no date for ending it has been 
set. In the meantime, construction has 
started on the project near Long Grove 
on Rand. 


If the rent subsidy is eventually ap- 


proved, people earning less than $5,500 
would pay 25 per cent of their Income for 
rent, and the rest of the rent would bo 
paid by the federal government under 
Section 101 HUD funding. 


A total of 212 units will be built In two 


buildings as the .Rand Grove Village. 
Forty-four one-bedroom units will rent 
for $143.94 monthly; $173.35 will be the 
rent for 98 two-bedroom apartments; 
$193 will be the rent for 50 three-bedroom 
units, and 20 four-bedroom units will rent 
for $220.39. 


HUD standards for the mortgage inter- 


est and rental grants require that 70 per 
cent of the apartments be rented to mod- 
erate income families with earnings be- 
tween $5,500 and $8,100. Twenty per cent 
of the units are for low-income occu- 
pants, and ten per cent are for middle- 
Income renters. 


ANOTHER PROPOSED project, Coun- 


try Village, I, to Include housing for tho 
elderly in another part of the township, 
has not received the necessary rezoning 
from the Cook County Board of Commis- 
sioners. Until tho rezoning is acquired, 


no application for federal subsidies will 
be made, according to Joseph Ash, attor- 
ney for the project. 


"We haven't studied how the morato- 


rium affects funding for low-Income el- 
derly housing yet," Ash said. If the coun- 
ty commissioners give the go-ahead for 
the project, applications for federal fund- 
ing will be made immediately. 


Only a portion of the 40-acre project is 


aimed for senior citizen housing. The 
southwest corner of the property at 
Quentin Road and Poplar Street would 
be built with four six-story apartments 
for low-Income elderly housing. The 
remainder of the land would have regu- 
lar rental apartments In two and three- 
story buildings. 


The number of total units in Country 


Village was lowered recently from 798 to 
648 by the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals.

Electricity experiment 'hair-raising' 


by JERRY THOMAS 


Getting to know the atom, its proper- 


ties and habits, was a holr-ralslng expe- 
rience for a Jano Addams Junior High 
School student who offered to be the 
"guinea pig" for a static electricity ex- 
periment. 


Atomic energy and its beneficial appli- 
^ cations were explained to students by 


Stan Stnslak, faculty assistant in physics 
at Northern Illinois University, DeKalb. 


Stasiak, who holds a bachelor of sci- 


ence degree from Northern, has received 
special training In nuclear science at the 
Oak Ridge, Term., atomic research cen- 
ter. 


THE PROGRAM IS sponsored by the 


U.S. Atomic Energy Commission and is 
presented by the university In coopera- 


tion with Oak Ridge Association Univer- 
sities. 


Traveling exhibits such as the one Sta- 


siak brought are exhibited at hundreds of 
high schools throughout tho United States 
each year. • 


ALTHOUGH MOST of the program 


told of the structure of the atom and how 
scientists put It to work for man, Stasiak 
also demonstrated the interesting proper- 
tics of static electricity. 


Using an electrostatic generator, Sta- 


siak and a student showed tho effects of 
static electricity. 


As a generator drained away the nega- 


tive charge from the static electricity in 
a student's body, leaving her positively 
charged, her hair slowly began to stand 
up. 
' By separating or splitting the positive 


and negative charges of static electricity 
in her body, energy was released, caus- 
ing each hair to push away from the oth- 
er, Stasiak said. 


When atoms were split they also re- 


lease a force that can be channeled ef- 
fectively as a source of energy. 


STASIAK TOLD tho students that nu- 


clear energy will soon replace the use of 
coal, oil and natural gas. 


He showed them a model of a nuclear 


reactor and explained the care taken in 
disposing of radioactive wastes. Reac- 
tors now play an important role in in- 
dustry, agriculture and medicine, but 
new system of harnessing nuclear ener- 
gy are always being sought, said Stasiak. 


And it's a job students like those he 


was speaking to would soon be tackling 
themselves, he added.

Ask Harper College students what they,

A FEW STUDENTS had the attitude 


that all politicians arc crooky, so it didn't 
matter who got Into local offices because 
one politician is just as bad as the next. 


"Before I vote In a local election, there 


arc going to have to be some Indepe* 
dent people running — people who will 
let the .people know they are 'honest," 
said an Arlington Heights student. 


One student said he didn't care about 


elections at the local level, then asked u 


any Harper board members were up for 
election. 


"I'd like to learn about the candidates 


for our board of trustees and what they 
have to say. Maybe we could get a few 
things changed around here," said a 
sophomore who declined to specify ex- 
actly what changes he'd like to see. 


Ross VanWiegand, a sophomore from 


Mount Prospect, says he didn't know 
about the April election, But plans to find 
out who's running and what they stand 
'for.

"I rent an apartment In Mount Pros- 


pect, and I know that my rent Is affected 
by the amount of taxes that the people 
who own my building have to pay," he 
said. "So elections like the village board 
election affect both my rent and the ser- 
vices I receive from the village."

says the elections are probably Impor- 
tant but isn't sure if she will vote.

An ordinance that would empower vil- 


lage officials to shut down any business 
operating without a license Is being con- 
sidered by the Mount Prospect Village 
Board. 


Under the proposal, the village man- 


ager would have the power to close down 
any business that has not purchased a 
license by Nov. 1, six months after the 
village's fiscal year begins. The business 
would remain closed until a license is 
purchased, according to Trustee Bud 
Richardson who submitted the proposal 
at a board meeting Tuesday night. 


The proposal was drawn up by the vil- 


lage finance committee at the recom- 
mendation of the village clerk. The rec- 
ommendation was prompted by (he num- 
ber of businesses who had not purchased 
licenses as of May 1,1972. 


THE ORDINANCE, if passed, would 


also call for fines for late license buyers. 
The licenses would be required by May 
1, but businesses would be given a one- 
month grace period to purchase the sti- 
ckers. The penally schedule would then 
be: after July 1, until Aug. 31, 20 per 
cent of the fee plus the original fee; and 
after Sept. 1, SO per cent of the fee plus 
the original fee. All fees are based on the 
number of square feet used by each busi- 
ness. 


The last notice before a business would 


be shut down would bo delivered by the 
police, according to Richardson. The or- 
dinance would also provide that a busi- 
ness opening In the middle of the fiscal 
year, May 1 to April 30, would have to 
pay one half the normal license fee. 


Village Mgr. Robert Eppley sold he Is 


In favor of the proposal. "It certainly 
gives businesses enough time," he said.

Glddens did 
not know when such a summons might 
be delivered. 


As the business license ordinance 


reads now, there is no 'deadline for pur- 
chase of the licenses; however, the ordi- 
nance does provide for a penalty of "not 
less than $20 and no more than $500 for 
failure to display a lincense. "Offenders

Letters asking owners of IS substan- 


dard buildings in Mount Prospect to vol- 
untarily upgrade their property have 
been sent out by village officials. 


Village Mgr. Robert Eppley said the 


letters were mulled lost week. The let- 
ters, he said, request such improvements 
as repainting, clearing of weeds and 
making structural repairs. He said the 
garage doors of one building are hang- 
Ing loose, creating 'a safety hazard. He 
said another owner b being asked to re- 
place gutters and downspouts. 


Tho letters ask the owners to "volun- 


tarily comply with tho request so that 
the deterioration of your neighborhood 
does not occur beyond anyone's ability to 
control It." 


Eppley said the buildings were judged 


substandard by employes of the building 
department. The buildings were checked 
last summer and rechccked In Decem- 
ber. Eppley had been instructed last 
June to send letters to the offending 
property owners. 


Although no property owner has yet re- 


sponded to tho letters, Eppley said he 
believes most will comply voluntarily. 
"Wo don't have a housing code In town; 
so wo can't penalize them," he said. 


EPPLEY WOULD not reveal the loca- 


tion of the buildings but sold they are 
scattered throughout the village. Several 
lie along Rand and Elmhurst road on the 
outskirts of the Wedgcwood Terrace 
area. 


The record of replies will determine 


what we do in the future as far as a 
housing coda goes," Eppley said. "We do 
not have any law now but if we need one, 
we're going to need more personnel to 
enforce It." He said enforcement of such 
a housing ordinance would require regu- 
lar building Inspections.

Hcltzman. There is no problem with su- 
pervising the children because each dad 
looks after his own child. In the three 
years the nights have been held, there 
never has been anything stolen or mali- 
ciously damaged. 


The dads and their children are so neat 


that at times the learning center director 
has come to Heitzman on the morning 
after an activity night and asked if the 
center had actually been used during the 
evening.

Ward asked the MSD trustees to move 


the plant to a site "not adjacent to any 
residential community." 


He also asked the district to drop Its 


plan to use the O'Hare plant to treat 
combined sanitary and storm sewage 
collected by a system of deep tunnels In 
the Northwest suburban portion of the 
Chicago Underflow Plan. 


INSTEAD, Ward urged the district to 


eliminate a storage basin for combined 
sewage and to connect the northwest sub- 
urban tunnels Into another tunnel system 
running south along the Des Plalnes Riv- 
er. Combined sewage overflows from Ar- 
lington Heights, Mount Prospect, DCS 
Plalnes and possibly Palatine would then 
be stored In the McCook Summit area 
and treated In Stlckncy Instead of In DCS 
Plalnes, he said. 


The suggestions made by both Behrel 


and Ward met lukewarm response from 
MSD Trustee Joanne Alter who hnd ar- 
ranged the meeting because she wanted 


Information on alternate sites. 


Mrs. Alter said she was shocked by the 


$8 million to $13tt million price tags to 
change to any of the alternate sites. She 
told the DCS Plalnes officials she felt re- 
sponsible for "keeping in mind the tax 
levy" In her vote and said she feared 
unnecessary delay on the project. 


Trustee Klrle and Lynam responded 


more vehemently against the DCS 
Plalnes proposals. 


KIRIE SAID Behrcl's suggestion "all 


bolls down to putting It In Leyden town- 
ship or give It to Elk Grove Village, we 
don't want It In Des Plalnes." 


Lynam characterized the added costs 


to change the site as "a substantial eco- 
nomic loss." 


He also warned that the district could

, Ho said Northwest suburban commu- 
nities would have to wait until 199S to be 
free of pollution and flooding from com- 
bined sower overflows If the MSD follow- 
ed Ward's suggestion about tying the 
O'Hare system Into the Des Plalnes tun- 
nel system. 


Ho told the DCS Plalnes representative 


the MSD was prepared to start the engi- 
neering on the combined sewage basin 
this year. 


FORREST C. NEIL. MSD chief engi- 


neer, pointed to the delay an alternate 
site would cause. He said It would add a 
minimum of two years to the plant com- 
pletion date, "assuming Elk Grove Isn't 
going to start screaming about the alter- 
nate site." 


Other DCS Plalnes residents who at- 


tended the meeting Included Aid. Alan 
Abrams (8th); Aid. Charles Bolck (5th), 
who Is seeking reelection; Anne II. 
Evans, who Is running against Bolek for 
3rd Ward alderman, and Rosemary 
Argus, a representative of the Devon- 
shire PTA. 


Abrams said the sewage plant at the 


designation site would be "a heavy bur- 
den for the public good" to put on DCS 
Plalnes since the city already suffers be- 
cause of Its proximity to O'Hare Airport. 


Klrle told Abrams that people bought

Eighth Ward alderman In Des Plalnes 
and that he was already a commission- 
er on the Mount Prospect Park Board. 


Kirlo was on one side of the Issue and 


Ward on the other at the meeting to dis- 
cuss the plant location. 


HALFWAY THROUGH tho Wednesday 


morning meeting. Ward commented that

officials had promised to study alternate 
sites proposed by the city, then had pur- 
chased the Oakton and Elmhurst site 36 
hours later without the evaluations.

THE MEETING also Included a brief 


discussion of the district's Inability to get 
O'Hare Airport land for the plant even 
though airport land was the best location 
on the basis of engineering. 


Abrams said he could see how the 


O'Hare land was unobtainable, but Bell- 
re! posed the question of whether Des 
Plalnes might not get the land from Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley If tho sub- 
urban city approached Daley with the 
MSD's backing. 


Word presented MSD board members 


with a survey of 48 residents who live 
near the North Side Sewago Treatment 
Plant in Skoklc. He refused to release 
the comments mode by the residents or 
specifics of their answers to the public or 


either tho residents or tho MSD plant 
"had to move" from the Oakton Street 
and Elmhurst Road area. Then Ward 
apparently thought better of his state- 
ment and said he wanted It to be "off the 
record" so that residents in tho area 
would not be alarmed by his comment.

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Race track a super bonus to Salt Creek Park District 


by TOM CINNETTI 


A New* Analysis 


When the Arlington Park Race Track 


receives its 1972 tax bill from Cook Coun- 
ty In .May, It will find that about $33,000 
of the taxes it pays ulll be going to the 
Salt Creek Park District. 


That figure will represent almost half 


of the anticipated 179,000 working budget 
for the park district in 1973-7-1. 


Chances are, however, the track won't 


mind the payment a bit because in any 
other district It would be required to pay 
«s much ah twice that figure. 


As part of the Salt Creek Park Dis- 


trict, the track is assessed under one of 
the lowest park district tax rates In the 
Northwest suburbs. For Arlington Park, 
being part of the Salt Creek district, has 
proven to be a financially comfortable 
position. 


The track regularly shows Its apprecia- 


tion for this by making available to the 
district its swimming pool and meeting 
room facilities. Without those facilities, 
Salt Creek would bo little more than a 
"playground" park district. 


"They (the track) make us stand as a 


full-fledged park district," admits Salt 
Creek Director Jim DeVos. "Without 
them, we could not have special events, 
the swim program and a number of oth- 
er programs." 


THE MUTUAL admiration society 


which exists between the district and the 
track Is an enviable one In the eyes of 
other park districts In the area. And It is 
no secret that the Palatine, Arlington 
Heights, and Rolling Meadows park dis- 
tricts would shed few tears if the Salt 
Crock district were to dissolve. 


In fact, there was a time when the 


park districts had even mapped out a 
way to divide the remains of Salt Creek 
if and when the district were to die for 
lack of residential support. 


While that talk has subsided in recent 


years, local park officials concede a 
longing remains for the valuable assets 
Salt Creek owns. 


Thom Thornton, director of parks and 


recreation for the Arlington Heights 
Park District, said If Salt Creek were to 
disband, his district would stand to gain 
"a nice big chunk of assessed valuation," 
especially if the race track were to re- 


vert to his district's control. 


According to Thornton, an attempt was 


made in 1969 to do just that when the 
track annexed to the village. The park 
district asked the village to negotiate to 
have the track disannex from Salt Creek 
and annex to the Arlington Heights Park 
District, but the move never materia- 
lized. 


THE CHANCES that the transfer 


would ever take place now are slim, 
Thornton admits. 


"We cannot get any part of the Salt 


Creek Park District without their cooper-

Race track a bonanza for Salt Creek parks

the park district Merc not as good as It Is 
now," Jensen said. Until this year, he 
said, Salt Creek did not provide services 
for this area of the village, which added 
to the overlapping problem. 


"If I had my druthers, everything In 


the village would be In the Palatine Park 
District. I would personally like to sec 
Salt Creek divided up," Jensen said. He 
acknowledged, however, that this step 
becomes Increasingly difficult as Salt 
Creek lakes on financial obligations such 
as tax warrants and bonds, and as Its 
programming expands. 


Tho Palatine district is not about to 


lake any Initiative to dissolve Salt Creek, 
Jensen adds, since that move would have 
to come from residents of the district. 


FOR THE rtOLLING Meadows .Park 


District, there would be a special advan- 
tage In the death of Salt Creek. If the 
district were to (old, It would mean an 
end to a legal battle between the two 
park districts over taxing control o( a 
65-acre Industrial park In Rolling Mead- 
ows, according to Steve Person, superin- 
tendent of parks and recreation (or Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


The suit, brought against the city park 


district by Sail Creek, charges the Indus- 
trial park was Illegally annexed by the 
city district In 1939. 


If taxing control of the area Is awarded 


to Salt Creek. It would mean the loss of 
almost nine per cent of the city district's 
yearly revenue. 


Person said the city has spent to date 


almost $6.000 to fight the suit. If Salt 
Creek didn't exist, however, the suit 
would cease to exist as well, he said. 


DeVos doesn't pretend he Is not aware 


of the park directors' sentiments. 


"I think they would like to sec us go," 


he said. "I don't think they would like to 
work with us. If, (or example, I would go 
to one of them to ask to share a facility, 
they would think I'm begging. 


"YOU 
KNOW what they would think. 


They'd say 'we've got them, they can't 
handle It,'" DcVos said. "But I think fi- 
nancially we'll never run Into problems 


because we have all the facilities without 
the upkeep and the costs of staffing." 


That the track acts as a "silent support- 


er" of the district to Insure the mainte- 
nance of Its low tax rote Is something 
DcVos readily denies. 


"I've never had anyone come to me 


from the track saying they don't want to 
be in the Arlington Heights, Rolling 
Meadows or Palatine park districts," he 
said. "The only thing we ever point out 
to the track is that by staying with us, 
they're getting services at the lowest tax 
rale around." 


Although the track benefits by paying 


park taxes according to Salt Creek's low 
rale, DcVos sold money Is not the only 
reason why the track works with the dis- 
trict. "I think (the low tax rote) was the 
first thing they looked at, but I also think 
the track management Is community- 
minded. 


"They are Interested In letting people 


sec their facility. The 'public relations' 
for that place is something they're con- 
cerned with," DcVos said. "You know, 
there still arc people who associate a 
race track with evil." 


THIS ASPECT of the track's relation- 


ship with the district In some ways has 
offset the money-saving end of the part- 
nership for the track, DeVos thinks. 


"The track probably ended up paying 


more by coming with us," he sold. 


In no way, on the other hand, has Salt 


Creek been shortchanged In Its associ- 
ation with the track. In fact, It Is because 
of the track's support that DcVos rates 
his district as equal to any In the area. 
If he didn't think It equalled the others, 
he would recommend that Salt Creek dis- 
band, he contends.
